Rev.  Carl  T.  Wethers,  Presiding 

Memorial  Service  for  deceased  Ministers,  their  wives,  and  Laymen 
of  the  Conference  was  conducted  with  Rev.  C.  T.  Wethers  bringing  the 
message  of  hope.  He  was  assisted  with  music  by  First  Street  United 
Methodist  Church  Choir.  Rev.  Wethers  painted  a  verbal  picture  of  the  im- 
portance of  remembering  the  services  rendered  by  those  who  have  passed. 

HOLY  COMMUNION  SERVICE 

8:20  P.M. 
Rev.  W.  S.  P.  Norris,  Celebrant 

Music  was  furnished  by  First  Street  Choir.  Rev.  Norris  led  the  serv- 
ice, assisted  by  Rev.  J.  C.  Bibbons,  who  read  the  Epistle  to  Philippians 
2:1-11.  The  Choir  sang  an  Anthem,  "O  Give  Thanks  Unto  the  Lord."  Rev. 
Wm.  R.  London,  Jr.  then  read  the  Gospel  from  St.  Matthews  26:26-36.  Rev. 
Carl  T.  Wethers  offered  a  beautiful  Pastoral  Prayer  for  all  who  were 
burdened,  sick,  and  those  who  suffered  loss  of  loved  ones.  The  Prayer  for 
the  State  of  the  Church  and  the  World  was  led  by  Rev.  Norris  with  the 
Congregation  responding. 

The  offering  taken  was  $315.25  as  announced  by  Bishop  Noah  W. 
Moore,  Jr.  Bishop  Moore  preached  the  Communion  Message,  using  for  his 
text  extracts  from  the  Communion  invitation,  "For  as  many  .  .  .  those  who 
are  heartily  sorry  and  intend  to  lead  a  new  life,  draw  nigh,  meekly  kneeling 
upon  your  knees,  and  make  your  humble  confession  to  God."  Bishop  Moore 
cited  the  importance  of  preparedness.  He  cited  that  this  was  an  act  of 
preparing  to  receive  forgiveness;  as  a  part  of  the  act,  there  must  be 
repentance,  a  step  toward  someone  to  prove  sincerity,  and  an  inner  feeling 
of  something  that  has  happened — repentance.  We  see  in  this  act  also  the 
Love  of  God  made  manifest.  In  the  beginning  God  brought  His  love  to 
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man;  the  prophets  brought  the  love  on  one's  self;  and  yet  Jesus  continues 
by  bringing  the  love  of  God  and  the  love  of  self  together  so  that  this  love 
could  include  even  our  neighbor.  There  is  a  condition  of  this  love,  we  must 
love  our  neighbor,  or  else  the  love  of  God  will  not  appear. 

The  Bishop  then  continued  the  liturgy  of  Holy  Communion  and  led 
the  Superintendents  and  Host  Pastor  in  the  administration  of  the  Lord's 
Supper.  Four  hundred  ten  persons  communed.

Griffin. 

BUSINESS  SESSION  ^Bishop  Noah  W.  Moore,  Jr.,  presiding. 

Bishop  Moore  asked  the  Secretary  to  Call  the  Roll.  The  Secretary  of 
the  Conference  called  the  roll  of  deceased  Members,  the  Conference  stand- 
ing with  bowed  heads.  The  following  names  were  called:  Julian  S.  Barabin, 
effective;  Napoleon  H.  Baker,  James  Johnson,  and  T.  H.  Sampson,  retired. 
Approved  Supply  Pastors  were:  Hezekiah  K.  White;  and  Henry  Drake, 
retired.  The  Secretary  then  proceeded  to  the  Effective  Roll,  followed  by 
the  Retired  Members ;  then  the  Approved  Supply  Pastors  and  the  Retired 
Approved  Supply  Pastors.  The  laymen  of  the  several  districts  were  recog- 
nized as  they  stood  when  the  District  was  called. 

ELECTION:  The  Bishop  asked  who  shall  be  the  Secretary  of  the 
Conference?

On  motion  by  R.  F.  Harrington  and  unanimously  accepted,  Dr.  G. 
Leon  Netterville  was  re-elected  as  Treasurer  of  the  Conference.  He  later 
named  his  assistants:  Simon  E.  Harris,  Mrs.  Bettye  L.  Johnson,  L.  L. 
Haynes,  Jr. 

The  bar  of  the  Conference  was  set  within  the  first  eight  pews  of  the 
Sanctuary.  N.  P.  Perry  was  named  as  the  reporter  to  the  Press;  choristers 
elected  were  J.  D.  V.  Hamilton,  Jr.,  and  R.  W.  Calvin.  R.  W.  Calvin  was 
also  named  as  Postmaster.  The  Committee  on  Journal  was  named:  R.  F. 
Harrington,  A.  E.  Franklin,  Alfred  L.  Norris,  Mrs.  0.  B.  Medlock,  and 
I.  K.  Abraham.  On  motion  by  W.  S.  P.  Norris  the  printed  program  was 
accepted  as  the  official  guide  for  the  Conference.

With  the  singing  of  a  hymn  by  the  Conference,  led  by  Rev.  Hamilton 
the  session  reconvened.  Report  of  the  Board  of  Education  read  by  Leslie  P. 
Norris,  Executive  Secretary.  W.  R.  London,  Jr.,  moved  the  adoption  of  the 
report,  seconded  by  S.  W.  Walker,  Sr. 

Fraternal  Delegate  from  the  South  Central  Jurisdiction,  Louisiana 
Conference,  Rev.  L.  Roy  Branton,  was  presented  and  he  brought  greetings. 
He  cited  that  he  would  be  the  last  Fraternal  delegate  necessary  to  be  sent. 

Dr.  Robert  T.  Youker  of  the  General  Board  of  Pensions  was  pre- 
sented. He  brought  greetings  from  the  Board  of  Pensions  (Service). 

Report  of  the  Board  of  Missions  read  by  Moses  T.  Jackson,  Confer- 
ence Missionary  Secretary.  On  Motion  by  T.  E.  McElroy,  seconded  by 
R.  S.  Taylor,  report  was  adopted. 

Presentation  of  Mr.  Charles  R.  Judge,  representative  of  Cokesbury 
Regional  Center.  A  check  in  the  amount  of  $3,912.00  was  presented  to 
the  Pension  Funds.  Bishop  Moore  graciously  acknowledged  the  gift  and 
turned  the  same  over  to  the  Secretary  for  delivery  to  the  Treasurer. 

The  following  visitors  were  presented  to  the  Conference:  Rev.  Phil 
Woodland — St.  Luke  United  Methodist  Church;  Dr.  C.  D.  Lester,  Board 
of  Evangelism;  Rev.  F.  B.  Hitchens,  Rev.  R.  H.  Tucker,  Rev.  Haley 
Harris,  all  of  the  A.M.E.  Church.  Rev.  Lester  addressed  the  Conference 
and  passed  out  information  showing  a  composite  report  of  membership

NOON  DAY  MESSAGE:  Dr.  L.  L.  Haynes,  Jr.,  was  presented  by 
C.  T.  Wethers.  Rev.  Haynes  preached  from  the  thought  found  in  St.  Mark 
1:14,  using  as  his  subject  "The  Coming  of  Christ — he  added  that  Jesus 
came  preaching."  He  recognized  that  preachers  have  held  the  spotlight  of 
prominence  in  all  ages  and  times.  Somebody  prays,  somebody  preaches, 
somebody  experiences  the  presence  of  God  when  they  are  faced  with  the 
facets  of  plagued — torn  lives.  It  is  at  these  times  that  man  realizes  that 
God  is  God  and  man  is  man,  adopted  and  solely  dependent  upon  God.  Those 
who  are  of  God  really  experience  the  presence  of  God.  Today  Christ  comes 
preaching  to  a  hungry  world;  ill-clothed,  unhoused;  a  world  waiting  for 
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a  gospel  of  care,  a  gospel  of  concern,  an  answer  from  God — a  word  from 
the  Lord  to  men  who  have  lost  their  way.  He  explained  he  is  tired  of  a 
world  fixed  with  false  doctrines,  objectives  that  lead  no  where.  Our  genera- 
tion needs  to  look  to  Jesus.  They  need  to  see  Jesus,  and  can  only  through 
genuine  preaching.

Led  by  Rev.  J.  D.  V.  Hamilton,  Jr.,  assisted  by  Kenneth 
Fisher.  Rev.  Hamilton  gave  a  meditation  from  "The  Prologue  to  Mourn- 
ing." 

CONFERENCE  BUSINESS:  Report  of  the  Board  of  Evangelism 
read  by  R.  W.  Calvin  emphasizing  the  recommendations.  On  motion  by 
C.  J.  Harrison,  seconded  by  R.  H.  Harry,  report  was  adopted.  Dr.  Lester 
of  the  General  Board  gave  some  highlights  on  the  new  emphasis  of  the 
Church,  "A  New  Church  for  a  New  World  is  needed  to  reform  the  World." 
He  stated  the  Goals  of  Evangelism  and  stressed  the  need  for  full  coopera- 
tion on  all  levels  of  the  Church. 

Report  of  the  Board  of  Christian  Social  Concerns  presented  by  N.  P.

He  acknowledged  the  honor  and  stated  only  three  objectives  of 
the  Together  Magazine;  (1)  To  gather  the  facts  about  the  Church;  (2) 
to  report  the  changes  within  the  Church;  (3)  to  help  the  people  under- 
stand the  world  changing  in  every  aspect. 

Report  of  the  American  Bible  Society  given  by  Rev.  E.  Houk,  who 
pointed  to  the  many  achievements  of  this  organization.  He  stated  they 
have  progressed  in  translation,  publication  and  distribution  of  materials 
for  the  Church.  They  have  continuously  kept  Christ  in  perspective  of  the 
mission  of  the  Church.

Bishop  Moore  announced  the  sudden  death  of  Dr.  William  Jones,  As- 
sistant Director  of  Lafon  Protestant  Home.  On  Motion  by  A.  L.  Norris, 
the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  send  messages  to  the  Jones  family  and 
also  to  the  Julian  S.  Barabin  family  expressing  condolences  from  the 
Conference. 

Rev.  Rex  Squires,  Conference  Commission  on  Town  and  Country 
Work,  was  presented.  He  in  turn  presented  Mrs.  Squires  who  accompanied 
him  to  the  Conference  and  brought  greetings. 
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Dr.  Major  Jones  of  Gammon  was  asked  to  come  to  the  Rostrum  while 
Rev.  W.  T.  Handy,  Jr.  gave  the  report  of  the  Board  of  the  Ministry.  (See 
report).  Rev.  Handy  presented  first  the  new  Class  of  Associate  Members 
of  the  Conference.  These  were  greeted  by  the  Bishop.  The  class  of  Proba- 
tionary Members  was  presented  in  the  persons  of  John  L.  Graham,  Freddie 
Henderson,  and  Russ  Calvin  Simpson.

Report  on  Gulfside  read  by  W.  T.  Handy,  Sr.  On  motion  by  Roger 
Transpers,  seconded  by  A.  E.  Franklin,  report  was  adopted.  (See  Report.) 

Committee  on  Courtesies  and  Privileges  presented  Rev.  and  Mrs.  E.  A. 
Mays,  Miss.  Conference;  Rev.  L.  L.  Singleton,  A.M.E.  Church. 

NOON-DAY  MESSAGE:  Dr.  L.  L.  Haynes,  Jr.  delivered  his  second 
message.  Music  was  furnished  by  the  "Chirping  Preachers,"  a  New 
Orleans  group  of  Ministers.  Rev.  Haynes  used  for  his  text  II  Cor.  11 :30- 
12:4  and  a  subject,  "Shipwreck  or  Homecoming."  His  message  lifted  the 
many  trials,  distresses  and  disappointments  suffered  by  the  Church  be- 
cause of  their  allegiance  to  Christ.  He  compared  the  suffering  with 
that  of  Paul.  As  His  Faith  in  Christ  enabled  Paul  to  endure,  so  must 
our  Faith  in  Christ  help  us  to  endure.  As  we  move  forward  as  a  United 
Church.

Bishop  Moore,  Mrs.  Moore,  Ministers'  Wives,  fellow  ministers,  dele- 
gates, churchmen  and  visitors : 

It  is  with  a  deep  sense  of  appreciation  and  gratitude  for  the  honor 
done  me  by  my  colleagues  that  I  stand  here  to  give  the  District  Super- 
intendents' Composite  Report  for  the  Louisiana  Conference,  The  United 
Methodist  Church,  South  Central  Jurisdiction  1967-1968  Conference  Year. 

I  am  grateful  for  the  honor  of  being  the  select  person  at  this  era 
in  the  history  of  the  Conference,  but  not  for  the  stint  that  accompanies 
the  honor. 

You  are  probably  ponding  the  question,  "how  can  he  be  so  grateful 
and  yet  not  want  the  responsibility?"  I  appreciate  the  thoughts  and  the 
confidence  of  the  cabinet.  But  when  I  face  the  reality  of  it  all,  I  am 
cognizant  of  how  inadequate  I  am  for  the  task. 

I  am  filled  with  mixed  emotions ;  apprehensions  about  the  past  in  the 
light  of  what  may  have  been,  but  yet  a  deep  serenity  of  what  was  ac- 
complished ;  anxieties  about  the  present  challenges ;  optimism  and  concern 
for  the  future. 

The  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  was  organized  in  1867  out  of  the 
Mississippi  Mission  Conference.  Bishop  Ames,  a  Caucasian  was  the  first 
presiding  Bishop. 

The  practice  of  white  Episcopal  leadership  continued  even  after  the 
Methodist  Church  split  over  the  question  of  slavery.  The  two  denomina- 
tions known  as  the  Southern  Methodist  Church  and  the  Northern  Church 
had  distinct  Negro  constituency.  Out  of  the  Southern  Church  came  the 
former  Colored  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  now  known  as  the  Christian 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church.  The  Northern  Church  continued  its  service 
to  Negroes  with  white  Episcopal  leaders  where  conferences  were  formed. 
Many  of  the  Negroes  were  encouraged  to  leave  the  segregated  Northern 
Church.  But  many  were  loyal  and  conscientiously  performed  their  different 
tasks  fully  aware  that  the  whole  issue  was  one  of  morals  and  a  real  concern 
was  manifest.  Doctor  J.  W.  E.  Bowen,  one  of  the  few  of  color  having  earned 
the  Ph.D.  degree  at  that  time  and  serving  as  Professor  of  Historical 
Theology  and  Biblical  Literature  at  Gammon  Theological  Seminary,  pub- 
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lished  a  book  with  preface  by  Robert  E.  Jones,  An  Appeal  for  Negro 
Bishops,  but  No  Separation.  This  further  pricked  factually  the  conscience 
of  the  Negro's  counterpart.  Thus,  the  door  was  opened  in  1920  and  Bishop 
Robert  E.  Jones  was  elected  the  first  Negro  Bishop. 

During  the  forty-eight  year  period  since  the  election  of  Bishop  Jones, 
only  three  Caucasian  Bishops  have  presided  over  this  distinguished  con- 
ference— Bishop  Richardson,  1929;  Bishop  Keeney,  1930;  and  Bishop 
Magee,  1938. 

This  session,  the  one  hundred-one  session,  in  all  probability  will  draw 
the  curtain  on  Negro  Episcopal  leadership  for  the  Conference,  thence 
the  variety  of  emotions. 

In  this  report  reflecting  the  progress  and  hard  work  done  in  the  con- 
ference, I  want  you  to  think  and  evaluate  the  program  in  light  of  the 
charge  which  has  been  committed  to  you  as  a  Christian.  However,  before 
we  actually  go  into  accomplishments  and  maybe  failures,  I  do  not  propose 
to  say  anything  new  only  that  we  refresh  our  memories  together  about 
some  of  the  forces  at  work  in  the  world  around  us  and  the  church  is  in 
that  world.  We  have  a  fine  vantage,  excellent  yardstick  and  numerous 
testing  procedures  to  evaluate  how  well  we  have  attained. 

The  Christian  Church  is  at  a  threshold  peculiar  to  any  point  in  its 
history,  not  even  in  the  days  when  Judaism  was  on  the  decline.  There  can 
be  no  comparison. 

There  is  a  gap  dividing  the  youth  from  the  church.  In  fact,  their 
predecessors  are  now  wider  than  ever  before.  The  Together  Magazine, 
1966,  reprint,  featured  an  article,  "The  Young  Adult  Puzzle — Where  Are 
the  Pieces?"  Here,  the  author  stated  that  less  than  five  per  cent  of  San 
Francisco  young  adults  have  anything  to  do  with  religion,  social  or  welfare 
organizations.  The  figures  for  several  other  major  cities  studied  are 
between  five  and  ten  per  cent.  February  21,  1967,  Look  Magazine  printed 
an  article,  "The  Generation  Gap."  This  article  explicitly  explained  that 
the  gap  is  not  defined  by  chronological  age,  but  by  how  they  look  at  them- 
selves and  the  world.  Two  more  recent  features  carried  by  news  media; 
The  Times  Picayune,  March,  1968,  said  that  seven  hundred  sixty-odd 
priests  left  the  priesthood  in  1967.  McCall  Magazine,  February,  1968, 
"What  Three  Thousand  Protestant  Clergymen  Would  Like  to  Tell  Us." 
Indeed  this  is  alarming  as  well  as  amazing. 

The  death  of  Dr.  Martin  Luther  King,  Jr.  in  Memphis,  Tennessee  un- 
leashed the  violent  anger  of  young  black  prisoners  of  the  ghetto  across 
the  land.  Washington  burned  as  it  had  not  burned  since  the  British  set  the 
torch  to  it  in  1814.  The  National  Advisory  Commission  on  Civil  Disorders 
points  out  that  the  church  is  conspicuously  absent  from  the  areas  where 
the  dilemma  is  created.  This  was  also  brought  to  focus  in  our  Watts  study 
— the  absence  of  main  line  churches  and  their  refusal  to  minister  to  the 
needs  of  these  culturally  and  economically  deprived  people.  The  book,  The 
Comfortable  Pew,  by  Berton  indicates  the  failure  of  the  church  to  deal 
frankly  with  the  race  problem.  There  are  hundreds  of  thousands  who  be- 
lieve in  the  Christian  brotherhood  of  man  but  have  turned  away  from 
organized  Protestant  religion  because  the  believer  has  been  sickened  and 
disillusioned  by  the  lack  of  Protestant  action. 

In  our  own  local  conference,  the  inadequate  ministry  in  the  rural 
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areas  due  to  a  shortage  of  ministers ;  lack  of  trained  leadership  for  inner 
city  ministries  pose  a  great  problem.  Some  form  of  local  church  cooperation 
must  be  developed.  The  church  must  relate  to  its  community  on  a  person 
to  person  basis,  not  through  organizational  structure.  The  church  must 
know  the  full  meaning  of  missions  and  must  be  in  mission. 

At  the  recent  General  Conference  of  the  United  Methodist  Church,  the 
biggest  program  in  the  history  of  the  Methodist  Church  relating  to 
human  relationships  was  adopted.  The  National  Conference  on  Christian 
Education  highlighted  "The  Issue  is  Change."  The  church  is  endeavoring 
to  be  in  step  with  the  rhythm  of  today.  We  here  in  Louisiana  must  not  be 
out  of  step.  . 

The  accomplishments  achieved  this  year  by  each  district  indicate  hard 
work,  both  physically  and  mentally.  One  question — "have  our  efforts  been 
directed  in  the  right  channels  or  have  we  been  pouring  new  wine  in  old 
skins?" 

The  four  districts  of  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference — the  Baton 
Rouge  District,  the  New  Orleans  District,  the  Shreveport  District  and  the 
New  Iberia  District,  under  the  leadership  of  the  Reverends  Carl  T. 
Wethers,  W.  S.  P.  Norris,  Jeffrey  C.  Bibbons,  and  William  R.  London,  Jr., 
respectively,  along  with  the  cooperation  of  the  dedicated  ministers  and 
laymen,  have  become  involved  to  a  large  extent  in  some  phases  of  the 
church's  program. 

Ministers  and  their  congregations  have  realized  the  necessity  of  hav- 
ing sanctuaries  that  are  conducive  to  worship  in  their  physical  settings; 
hence,  many  churches  have  been  built,  remodeled  and  redecorated. 

On  the  Baton  Rouge  District,  new  churches  were  constructed  at 
Andrews,  Lutcher  Chapel,  and  St.  Landry.  Wesley  Church  has  been 
completed  and  Thirkield  Church,  Bogalusa,  is  now  being  constructed. 

On  the  Shreveport  District,  St.  Paul  Church  has  been  renovated  and 
just  recently  observed  its  one-hundred  and  third  anniversary.  Other 
churches  of  the  Shreveport  District  which  have  been  renovated  or  re- 
decorated are:  Washington  Chapel;  Campti  Circuit;  St.  Paul,  Monroe; 
Wesley,  Mansfield;  Johnson  Circuit;  Mt.  Zion;  Vanceville;  Haskins 
Chapel ;  Taylor  Chapel ;  Pleasant  Valley ;  and  St.  James,  Shreveport. 

On  the  New  Iberia  District,  new  churches  have  been  built  at  St. 
Martinville  and  on  the  Leesville  Circuit,  the  Macedonia  Church.  Magnolia 
of  the  Thibodaux  Circuit  has  been  rebuilt  and  Woodlawn  renovated.  The 
St.  Mark  Church  of  the  Cheneyville  Circuit  was  rebuilt  in  1967,  paid  for 
and  dedicated  Sunday  May  18,  1968. 

Because  of  the  shift  in  population,  it  has  been  necessary  to  merge 
some  of  our  churches  to  provide  adequate  salaries  for  our  ministers.  And 
there  should  be  many  courtships  in  progress,  anticipating  marriage 
(merger)  if  we  are  to  develop  the  kind  of  church  necessary  to  meet  the 
needs  of  our  people  today  in  ministries.  Church  mergers  have  been  effected 
on  the  New  Orleans  District  with  the  Hartzell  and  Mt.  Zion  Churches  of 
the  Slidell  Charge  under  the  leadership  of  the  Reverend  J.  S.  Davidson.  On 
the  New  Iberia  District,  the  St.  Vincent — Cade  and  the  Mallalieu — St. 
Martinville  churches  have  been  merged.  There  is  a  need  for  the  combining 
and/or  abandonment  of  many  more  if  we  are  to  provide  adequately  for 
the  leadership  and  execution  of  the  program  of  the  quadrennium. 
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Camphor  Memorial  Church  of  the  Baton  Rouge  District  is  making 
plans  to  build  a  low  income  rental  housing  apartment. 

We  deeply  mourn  the  passing  of  some  of  our  friends  from  our  ranks, 
the  Reverend  H.  K.  White,  Reverend  and  Mrs.  James  Johnson  of  the 
Shreveport  District,  the  Reverend  T.  H.  Sampson  of  the  New  Iberia 
District,  and  the  Reverend  and  Mrs.  N.  H.  Baker  of  the  New  Orleans 
District.  Illness  and  accidents  have  befallen  several  of  the  ministers  and 
wives  and  we  do  trust  that  God  will  restore  them  to  perfect  health  if  it  be 
His  will.  Let  us  continue  to  pray  for  the  health  of  those  ministers  and  wives 
who  have  retired  and  the  widows  whose  husbands  have  departed  from  our 
midst.  Let  us  beseech  God's  choice  blessings  as  they  strive  to  be  of  service 
in  spite  of  their  infirmities. 

Many  and  varied  are  the  changes  that  have  taken  place  and  are  still 
taking  place  in  this  great  society  of  ours.  We  realize  that  Christian  teach- 
ing must  meet  the  needs  of  individuals  in  this  rapidly  changing  world. 
The  Christian  Education  program  of  each  district  was  planned  with  this 
thought  in  mind. 

Workshops,  rallies,  clinics,  seminars,  leadership  schools  and  other 
activities  have  been  held  on  all  districts  for  children,  youths,  and  adults. 
These  enterprises  have  been  held  in  the  areas  of  Christian  vocations, 
Methodist  Youth  Fellowship,  Vacation  Church  School,  Leadership  Educa- 
tion, Methodist  Student  work,  and  various  other  fields  and  have  been  of 
value  both  in  training  and  in  enrichment  for  the  participants. 

The  districts  have  concerned  themselves  with  bringing  their  members 
into  closer  relationship  with  God  and  with  one  another.  District  Secretaries 
of  Evangelism  have  initiated  programs  to  help  train  persons  in  the  local 
church  who  are  members  of  the  Commissions  on  Membership  and  Evan- 
gelism. It  has  been  our  hope  to  enlist  the  memberships  of  all  churches  in 
becoming  concerned  for  the  unchurched  through  survey,  service  areas 
developed,  membership  training,  and  visitation.  We  have  worked  to  re- 
vitalize the  members  who  are  already  a  part  of  the  churches  on  the 
districts.  Evangelistic  efforts  have  been  made  on  all  districts  with  the 
secretaries  emphasizing  new  techniques,  skills,  and  models  using  literature 
recommended  by  our  general  office  and  placing  it  in  the  hands  of  local 
pastors  and  laymen.  The  report  of  the  statistician  will  reflect  increases  or 
decreases  in  membership  and  this  will  indicate  to  a  large  degree  our  ef- 
fectiveness as  communions  within  the  communities.  (Please  note  carefully 
the  Statistician's  report). 

The  area  of  stewardship  has  not  been  neglected.  Stewardship  work- 
shops and  clinics  have  been  held  on  each  district.  As  a  result  of  these, 
many  charges  have  conducted  every  member  visitation.  The  increased 
giving  in  benevolence  in  some  churches  and  the  willingness  to  contribute 
toward  the  benevolence  program  in  other  churches  are  the  results  of  these 
training  enterprises.  The  report  of  the  treasurer  will  reflect  how  well  we 
have  performed  in  the  area  of  finances.  (You  will  note  the  Treasurer's 
report  and  the  number  of  Certificates  of  Merit  issued  for  full  payments  of 
benevolences.) 

If  the  Church  is  to  really  be  the  Church,  it  must  address  itself  to  the 
moral  and  social  issues  of  the  day  and  must  give  direction  to  its  con- 
stituents. Today  there  are  many  social  and  moral  issues  which  are  de- 
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manding  our  response  as  churchmen.  We  realize  that  we  cannot  sit  idly 
by  and  remain  complacent  if  we  are  to  be  true  followers  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ.  We  must  concern  ourselves  with  what  God  is  saying  with  regard 
to  any  social  issue  of  our  time.  We  must  look  for  a  response  that  is  in 
harmony  with  the  teachings  of  the  Almighty. 

The  Commissions  on  Christian  Social  Concerns  on  the  four  districts 
have  realized  that  their  work  can  be  Cliristian  only  to  the  extent  that  they 
function  in  response  to  the  will  of  God.  Because  of  this  realization,  work- 
shops, conferences,  and  interracial  dialogues  have  been  held  on  the  districts 
with  both  youths  and  adults. 

The  work  of  the  Methodist  Youth  Fellowship  on  each  district  has 
been  successful.  Workshops,  planning  sessions,  institutes  and  inspirational 
meetings  have  been  conducted  throughout  the  conference.  The  directors  are 
to  be  commended  for  the  very  fine  work  that  they  have  done. 

The  District  Boards  of  Lay  Activities  have  held  several  activities 
which  were  educational,  spiritually  enriching  and  provided  training  for 
local  lay  people.  The  conference,  district  and  sub-district  lay  leaders  are  to 
be  congratulated  upon  the  very  meaningful  programs  they  have  held 
this  year. 

This  report  would  be  incomplete  if  I  were  to  omit  the  very  fine  work 
of  the  women — The  Woman's  Societies  of  Christian  Service,  The  Wesleyan 
Service  Guilds,  and  the  Ministers'  Wives  Organizations.  These  organiza- 
tions have  accepted  their  responsibilities  quite  well  and  side  by  side  with 
the  men  and  ministers  of  the  church  have  made  a  tremendous  contribution 
— spiritually,  educationally,  socially,  and  financially.  They  too  have  held 
training  conferences,  seminars,  workshops,  and  other  activities  to  promote 
the  work  of  each  organization. 

The  programs  of  Missions  in  the  districts  have  been  most  gratifying. 
The  laymen  have  been  educated  and  cultivated  to  an  awareness  of  the 
needs  of  others  and  to  the  responsibility  of  Christians  to  help  meet  these 
needs. 

Schools  of  Missions  and  workshops,  also  rallies  have  been  conducted  in 
the  districts.  These  have  caused  the  local  Commissions  on  Missions  to  grow 
and  become  strengthened. 

Our  job  however,  does  not  end  here.  The  Church  will  still  have  to 
struggle  with  those  who  are  hungry,  illiterate,  ill-clad,  in  poor  health  and 
forsaken.  Today  is  a  day  of  opportunity  for  the  Church  and  its  members. 
A  variety  of  fields  of  service  present  a  challenge  to  us.  The  Church  must 
continue  to  give  until  we  "feel  the  hurt  of  giving." 

I  would  be  derelict  in  my  responsibility  if  I  did  not  express  our 
thanks  to  the  various  board  representatives  who  have  shared  experiences 
and  know-how  with  us,  especially  Doctors  J.  H.  Graham,  William  J. 
Washington,  W.  D.  Lester,  and  Dennis  R.  Fletcher. 

Our  hearts  are  high  in  praise  and  thanksgiving  to  Bishop  and  Mrs. 
Noah  W.  Moore  for  the  magnificent  leadership  they  have  given  us,  the 
spirit  of  cooperation  and  brotherly  love.  The  patience  they  have  shown  for 
us  and  our  work  cannot  be  spoken  of  with  words.  One  writer  has  said  that 
"there  are  times  when  patience  ceases  to  be  a  virtue,"  but  this  has  not 
been  true  of  our  Brother  and  Sister  Moore.  We  do  not  know  the  providence 
of  God,  but  we  say  as  Shakespeare  makes  one  of  his  characters  in  "Romeo 
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and  Juliet"  say;  "Parting  is  such  sweet  sorrow,  'til  I  could  say  good-bye 
'til  there  be  morrow."

accompanied  by  suitable  programs  under  the  leadership  of  the  appropriate 
Commission  with  offerings  forwarded  to  the  Conference  Treasurer  with 
the  local  treasurer's  monthly  remittance.  The  Special  Days  are:  1)  Race 
Relations  Sunday;  2)  One  Great  Hour  of  Sharing;  3)  United  Methodist 
Student  Day;  4)  World-Wide  Communion  Sunday. 

5.  That  the  Annual  Conference  Boards  operate  as  far  as  possible 
through  duly  constituted  executive  committees  between  conferences  be- 
cause of  limited  travel  funds. 

6.  That  the  Annual  Conference  fiscal  year  conform  to  that  of  the 
Annual  Conference  of  South  Central  Jurisdiction  and  the  General  Com- 
mission on  World  Service  and  Finance,  i.e.  January-December. 

7.  That  the  District  Superintendents'  Fund  shall  include  amounts  to 
equal  $9,000.00  each  for  four  District  Superintendents  annually,  with  the 
following  provisions : 

a)  Salary  in  the  amount  of  $7,000.00  per  annum. 

b)  Expense  and  Travel  in  the  amount  of  $2,000.00  per  annum. 

c)  Maintenance  of  District  Parsonage,  or  its  equivalent,  represents  an 
item  over  and  above  this  amount. 

d)  District  programming  will  be  otherwise  cared  for. 

e)  No  other  items  of  District  Expense  may  be  added,  except  moving 
expense  as  it  may  obtain. 

8.  That  continuance  of  the  Special  $7,000.00  per  year  supplement  for 
the  Ministers'  Reserve  Pension  Plan  be  continued  through  the  next  year 
to  help  overcome  a  deficit  developed  in  this  Fund. 

9.  That  we  accept  the  revised  figures  occasioned  by  General  and 
Jurisdictional  action  as  reflected  in  the  budget:  Namely:  that  the  amount 
of  $117,703  be  accepted  as  our  7/12  (June-Dec.)  budget  at  this  time;  and 
that  our  12/12  budget,   (Jan.-Dec,  1969)   of  $201,040.00  also  be  adopted.

REPORT  OF  THE  LOUISIANA  CONFERENCE 
BOARD  OF  EDUCATION 

Bishop  Moore,  ministerial  and  lay  delegates — brothers  and  friends 
in  Christ  Jesus.  Our  educational  ministry,  our  entire  ministry  must  be 
person  centered.  Christ  was,  is,  and  always  will  be  concerned  primarily 
about  persons — about  the  souls  of  men.  As  followers  of  Him,  we  must 
also  make  persons  our  primary  concern.  We  are  living  in  a  day  of  new 
curriculum  materials.  The  first  phase  of  the  new  adult  materials  is  already 
off  press ;  the  second  and  final  phase  will  be  ready  in  the  fall  of  1969.  An 
advance  kit  of  new  youth  materials  is  now  ready  for  limited  use  this 
summer  in  leadership  enterprises,  while  these  same  materials  will  be 
ready  for  general  class  consumption  in  September  1968.  The  more  new 
materials  that  come  off  press,  the  greater  the  temptation  to  become  cur- 
riculum centered.  But  we  must  be  more  concerned  with  persons  than  with 
curriculum.  Curriculum  is  important,  but  it  is  important  only  as  it  bears 
on  persons,  the  point  of  our  central  concern.  Show  me  a  teacher  who 
makes  no  effort  to  adapt  the  printed  material  to  the  lives  of  pupils  sur- 
rounding him,  and  I  will  show  you  a  failing  teacher — failing  in  the  sight 
of  man,  failing  in  the  sight  of  God.  Whatever  we  do  as  the  Church — 
whether  it's  giving  occupational  guidance,  whether  it's  increasing  Church 
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school  membership  and  attendance,  whether  it's  teaching  a  lesson,  etc. — 
we  must  do  it  all  for  the  sake  of  persons.  This  very  important  message  we 
have  tried,  in  various  ways,  to  communicate  during  the  year. 

The  Executive  Secretary  at  Work 

During  the  Conference  year,  your  Executive  Secretary  has  visited 
twenty-one  local  churches  across  the  Conference  for  purposes  of  worship, 
study,  and  promotion.  He  has  been  involved  in  ten  planning  meetings — 
two  on  the  Jurisdiction  level,  one  on  the  Area  level,  two  on  the  Conference 
level,  and  five  on  the  District  level.  He  has  participated  in  three  workshops 
(a  Curriculum  Workshop  in  New  Orleans,  a  Christian  Vocations  Work- 
shop in  Baton  Rouge,  and  an  Urban  Workshop  in  Baton  Rouge).  He  has 
visited  District  Conferences  on  the  New  Iberia  and  Shreveport  Districts 
and  has  visited  two  local  church  leadership  schools — one  at  Shreveport  and 
another  at  Baton  Rouge.  He  has  participated  in  two  clinics  (a  Career  Day 
Clinic  and  a  General  Church  School  Clinic — both  on  the  Shreveport 
District) .  He  has  had  discussions  with  MSM  Sponsors  and  group  members 
at  Southern  Baton  Rouge,  Dillard  University,  and  Grambling  College  con- 
cerning their  work.  Presently,  he  is  working  with  the  joint  educational 
staffs  of  the  New  Orleans  District  (Southwestern  Area  and  Louisiana 
Area) .  Jurisdictionwise,  areawise,  and  Conferencewise — he  has  par- 
ticipated in:  the  South  Central  Jurisdiction  Leadership  School  (Mt. 
Sequoyah)  ;  the  Southwestern  Area  Convocation  (Austin,  Texas)  ;  the 
Louisiana  MYF  Institute  and  Jr.  High  Camp  (Waveland,  Mississippi)  ; 
and  the  Louisiana  MYF  Annual  Meeting  (New  Orleans).  At  the  national 
level,  he  has  participated  in  the  Methodist  Conference  on  Christian  Educa- 
tion (Dallas,  Texas). 

The  Conference  and  District  Staffs  at  Work 

Our  Conference  Director  of  Children's  Work,  Miss  J.  Vernita  Booker, 
has  given  leadership  on  the  joint  Christian  Education  Planning  Com- 
mittee (composed  of  Christian  education  leaders  from  the  New  Orleans 
District,  Southwestern  Area,  and  the  New  Orleans  District,  Louisiana 
Area)  and  has  thereby  helped  to  strengthen  the  program  of  education  as 
well  as  individual  and  group  ties.  She  has  also  held  an  Audio-Visuals 
Workshop  on  the  New  Orleans  District  and  has  been  a  very  active  and 
dependable  educational  worker  in  her  local  church. 

Our  Conference  Director  of  Youth  Work,  Mrs.  Chaney  Morse,  con- 
tinues to  give  excellent  leadership.  She  has  participated  in  the  summer 
MYF  Institute  at  Gulfside  and  was  very  instrumental  in  steering  the  MYF 
Annual  Meeting  along  the  highway  of  success.  Moreover,  she  has  been 
very  active  in  all  phases  of  youth  work  on  her  District. 

Our  Conference  Director  of  Adult  Work,  Rev.  William  R.  London,  has 
done  commendable  work.  He  has  represented  our  Conference  at  the 
Methodist  Conference  on  Christian  Education,  held  at  Dallas,  and  at  the 
two-week-long  "Seminar  on  the  Young  Adult  in  Metropolis,"  held  at 
Claremont  School  of  Religion  in  California.  Using  many  insights  gained 
in  California,  he  has  helped  lay  in  New  Orleans  the  foundation  on  which 
might  take  place  a  unique  but  necessary  form  of  ministry  with  young 
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adults.  Also,  he  has  performed  well  as  leader  of  his  District  Education 
Staff. 

Our  Conference  Director  of  General  Church  School  Work,  Rev.  N.  P. 
Perry,  has  given  fine  leadership.  He  has  met  with  the  Conference  Boards 
of  the  Louisiana  Area.  He  has  taught  in  the  Urban  Workshop  on  the 
Baton  Rouge  District  and  has  given  leadership  in  the  summer  MYF  Insti- 
tute at  Gulfside.  Also,  he  wound  up  the  year  with  a  bang  by  planning  and 
holding  two  General  Church  School  Workers'  Clinics  on  the  Shreveport 
District. 

A  very  significant  and  encouraging  work  has  been  performed  on  all 
four  Districts  by  our  District  Directors.  All  of  their  work,  admittedly,  is 
not  known  to  us.  Yet,  we  are  happy  to  report  on  those  activities  of  which 
we  are  aware.  Our  four  Youth-Work  Directors  have  all  held  MYF  rallies 
and  mid-winter  institutes  during  the  year.  District  Youth  Directors  from 
Baton  Rouge,  New  Iberia,  and  Shreveport  were  leaders  in  the  summer 
MYF  Institute.  New  Iberia  Directors  of  Adult  and  Children's  Work 
were  participants  in  the  South  Central  Jurisdiction  Leadership  and 
Laboratory  School  at  Mt.  Sequoyah.  New  Orleans  Directors  of  Adult  Work, 
Youth  Work,  and  General  Church  School  Work  were  leaders  in  a  District 
Adult  Learners'  Workshop.  The  entire  Shreveport  and  New  Orleans  educa- 
tion staffs  have  participated  jointly  with  their  Louisiana  Area  counter- 
part in  one  or  more  leadership  enterprises.  The  New  Iberia  Director  of 
Children's  Work  has  participated  in  District  Clinics  for  General  Church 
School  and  Vacation  Church  Workers,  and  has  coordinated  Vacation 
Church  Schools  in  thirty  churches  across  the  District.  The  Shreveport 
Youth  Director  has  served  in  New  York  City  as  summer  counselor  on  the 
National  MYFund  Team,  and  has  given  MYFund  talks  to  large  numbers 
of  youth  and  adults  at  several  local  church,  District,  and  Conference  enter- 
prises. The  Shreveport  Director  of  General  Church  School  has  participated 
in  a  sub-district  General  Church  School  Workshop,  a  joint  District 
Leadership  School,  and  a  Vacation  Church  School  Workshop;  the  New 
Iberia  General  Church  School  Director  has  also  been  involved  in  a  General 
Church  School  Workers'  Clinic.  Career  Days  have  been  held  by  Baton 
Rouge,  Shreveport,  and  New  Iberia  Youth  Directors.  The  Baton  Rouge 
Youth  Director  has  held  an  MYF  Counselors'  Workshop.  Adult  Workers 
from  Shreveport  and  Baton  Rouge  have  both  been  involved  in  a  District 
Leadership  School  during  the  year. 

A  Brief  Look  at  the  Enterprises 

Leadership  Schools:  Five  Leadership  Schools  were  held — one  on  the 
New  Iberia  District,  two  on  the  Shreveport  District,  and  two  on  the  Baton 
Rouge  District.  The  lone  accredited  School  took  place  on  the  Baton  Rouge 
District,  where  fifty-nine  persons  were  enrolled  and  forty-seven  course 
cards  were  issued. 

The  Conference  MYF  Institute  and  Junior  High  Camp:  To  the  sum- 
mer MYF  Institute  came  224  persons  (130  Senior  High  Youth,  45  Junior 
High  Youth,  17  counselors,  and  32  staff  members). 

Career  Day  Clinics:  Three  clinics  were  held — one  on  the  Shreveport 
District,  one  on  the  New  Iberia  District,  and  another  on  the  Baton  Rouge 
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District.  A  total  of  110  persons  and  22  churches  were  enrolled  in  these 
clinics. 

District  MYF  Institutes  and  Rallies:  Mid-Winter  Institutes  and 
Rallies  were  held  on  all  four  Districts.  In  the  four  Institutes,  a  total  of 
295  persons  and  47  churches  were  reached.  A  total  of  335  persons,  repre- 
senting 55  churches,  were  involved  in  the  Rallies. 

MYF  Annual  Meetings:  At  the  Conference  MYF  Annual  Meeting,  a 
total  of  229  persons  were  enrolled  (upwards  of  250  persons  attended,  in- 
cluding those  who  failed  to  register) .  A  total  of  65  persons,  representing 
8  churches  were  enrolled  at  the  New  Iberia  District  Annual  Meeting. 

Other  Noteworthy  Enterprises 

Many  persons  attended  the  following  enterprises:  Ninety  persons, 
representing  twenty-one  churches,  were  involved  in  the  New  Orleans 
District  Adult  Workshop  on  New  Literature.  There  were  16  persons  and 
seven  churches  enrolled  in  the  Baton  Rouge  District  MYF  Counselors' 
Workshop.  Approximately  180  persons  were  reached  in  Vacation  Church 
School  and  General  Church  School  Workers'  Clinics  and  Workshops  held 
on  the  New  Iberia  and  Shreveport  Districts.  A  total  of  88  persons  and  15 
churches  were  reached  in  Christian  Vocations  Clinics  held  on  the  Baton 
Rouge  and  New  Iberia  Districts.  Approximately  100  persons  were  reached 
in  the  Audio-Visual  Workshop  and  "My  Job  Day"  held  on  the  New  Orleans 
and  Baton  Rouge  Districts  respectively. 

Leadership  Training 

Most  of  the  preceding  appropriately  fits  this  category.  Also  during 
the  year,  our  Conference  MYF  President,  Sidney  Irving,  participated  in 
the  National  MYF  Meeting  (Pacific  School  of  Religion — Berkeley,  Cali- 
fornia). Our  Conference  had  ten  persons  in  attendance  at  the  South 
Central  Jurisdiction  Leadership  and  Laboratory  School  held  at  Mt. 
Sequoyah.  Two  Louisiana  Youth  (Andrea  Canaan  and  Lance  Brown)  and 
an  adult  (Miss  Lois  Randall)  attended  the  MYF  Regional  Meeting  at  Mt. 
Sequoyah,  where  they  were  trained  as  a  leadership  team. 

The  Campus  Ministry 

Despite  greatly  limited  financial  and  material  resources,  the  four 
MSMs  related  to  our  Conference  (Southern  University,  Dillard,  Gram- 
bling,  and  Southern  New  Orleans)  are  still  functioning.  The  Dillard  MSM 
sent  a  student  representative  to  the  national  meeting  at  Cincinnati.  The 
Southern  MSM,  in  an  effort  to  bridge  the  gap  between  community,  local 
church,  and  campus,  has  reestablished  an  MSM  Advisory  Board,  which  is 
composed  primarily  of  influential  leaders  from  the  local  churches  of  the 
Baton  Rouge  community.  The  Grambling  MSM,  despite  student  demon- 
strations and  unrest  on  Campus,  successfully  sponsored  an  "All  Campus 
Vesper  Program"  and  shared  in  the  "Christmas  Cheer  Fund." 

We  have  just  completed  our  first  year  of  an  experiment  in  campus- 
ministry  coordination.  Under  the  able  guidance  of  Dr.  Rogers  Newman 
(Conference  Coordinator  of  Campus  Ministry),  we  have  been  exploring 
ways  of  strengthening  our  Christian  witness  and  outreach  on  Campus; 
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it  is  our  feeling  that  much  more  can  be  accomplished  through  the  pooling 
of  ideas  and  resources  of  our  four  MSM  groups.  In  the  main,  the  four 
groups  have  expressed  a  readiness,  willingness,  and  even  an  anxiety  to 
work  together  wherever  possible  and  practical.  Also,  we  are  happy  to 
report  that  the  groups  have  agreed  to  participate  jointly  in  an  MSM 
Retreat  annually.  This  activity  would  have  gone  on  this  year,  but  was 
cancelled  in  deference  to  Dr.  Martin  Luther  King.  We  hate  so  much  that 
we  must  close  on  a  negative  note.  But,  the  truth  is,  our  ministry  on 
Campus  (from  all  appearances)  will  meet  with  sudden  death  unless  we 
are  able  to  procure,  in  the  immediate  future,  more  funds  to  carry  on. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  Board  of  Education,  the  Conference,  District, 
and  Subdistrict  Directors  for  their  part  in  planning  and  executing  this 
program.  A  special  word  of  appreciation  to  Bishop  Moore  and  the  District 
Superintendents  for  their  real  interest  and  support.  Without  their  fine 
participation,  these  things  could  not  happen.

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REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  MISSIONS 

Bishop  Noah  W.  Moore,  Jr.,  and  Members  of  the  Conference: 

During  the  summer  of  1967,  the  Conference  Missionary  Secretary 
attended  the  Missionary  Conference  at  Mt.  Sequoyah,  Fayetteville, 
Arkansas.  Following  this  meeting  information  was  forwarded  to  the 
ministers  of  the  conference  concerning  the  courses  of  study  for  the  year 
1967-68,  which  included  names  and  number  of  courses,  audio-visual  aids, 
and  prices.  He  also  attended  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Board  of  Missions 
held  in  Denver,  Colorado,  January  11-15,  1968  and  forwarded  the  informa- 
tion to  charges. 

Fall  Mission  Study  Workshops  were  held  on  the  District  level.  The 
courses — "Christ  and  the  Faiths  of  Men;  Ecumenicity;  Japan;  and  Man 
and  Community"  were  offered.  The  two  New  Orleans  Districts  (South 
Central  and  former  Central  Jurisdiction)  met  jointly  in  the  fall  mission 
study  workshop.  This  proved  to  be  a  very  warm  experience.  Several  sub- 
district  workshops  were  held  on  the  Shreveport  District,  with  Rev.  J.  W. 
Wilson,  District  Missionary  Secretary  giving  leadership.  On  the  New 
Iberia  District  the  Fall  Mission  Study  workshop  met  with  great  success. 
In  addition  to  local  leadership,  Mrs.  Thelma  Dixon  was  on  hand  as  speaker 
and  resource  person.  Three  sub-district  Schools  of  Missions  were  held  on 
the  district  at  strategic  points.  The  District  President  of  the  Women's 
Society  of  Christian  Service  and  the  District  Missionary  Secretary  re- 
ceived unlimited  assistance  from  the  District  Superintendent  in  carrying 
out  the  Mission  program  on  the  District.

NOTE :  Last  year  25  churches  reported  with  1189  in  attendance. 

Three  Chairmen  from  the  Louisiana  Conference  attended  the  "Work- 
shop for  Missions  Chairmen  in  the  Local  Church"  at  Mt.  Sequoyah  last 
summer.  Two  from  the  New  Iberia  District,  and  one  from  the  Baton  Rouge 
District.  The  CMS  has  personal  knowledge  that  each  of  these  have  done  a 
splendid  job  in  her  local  church  and  on  the  district. 

Five  churches  have  indicated  that  their  chairmen  of  the  Commission 
on  Missions  will  attend  the  "Week-end  Workshop  for  Missions  Chairmen" 
to  be  held  June  21-23,  1968,  at  Mt.  Sequoyah.  This  will  be  a  slight  increase 
and  improvement  over  last  year,  but  far  below  the  number  that  should 
attend. 

Some  of  the  most  far-reaching  legislation  in  our  history  were  enacted 
at  the  Uniting  Conference  at  Dallas.  Our  Church  has  been  given  a  district 
and  challenging  call  to  sacrificial  involvement  in  Missions.  We,  who  are 
directly  responsible  for  the  mission  programs  must  rise  up  and  meet 
this  challenge.  It  is  recommended : 

1.  That  all  planning,  promotion,  and  training  for  Mission  study  in  the 
local  church  be  placed  upon  a  district  committee  on  Mission  Studies; 
composed  of  the  following : 

(a)  The  district  missionary  secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and 
Service 

(b)  Women's  Society  of  Christian  Service. 

(c)  The  district  chairman  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service,  Wes- 
leyan  Service  Guild. 

(d)  The  district  director  of  Youth  Work 

(e)  A  representative  of  the  District  Board  of  Lay  Activities. 

(f )  The  district  President  of  the  Women's  Society  of  Christian  Service 
as  an  ex-officio  member. 

(g)  The  District  Superintendent  as  an  ex-officio  member. 

2.  That  district  missionary  secretaries,  after  consultation  with  the 
District  Superintendents,  make  a  sincere  effort  to  plan,  promote,  and 
carry  out  Mission  Studies  across  racial  lines  whenever  and  wherever 
possible. 

3.  That  some  type  of  local  church  Co-operation  be  conducted  in  the  Con- 
ference Larger-Parish,  Group  Ministry,  Extended  Ministry,  etc., 
planned  by  the  Bishop  and  Cabinet.

ANNUAL  REPORT  1968 
PEOPLES  METHODIST  COMMUNITY  CENTER 

Peoples  Methodist  Community  Center  will  soon  realize  46  years  of 
service  to  the  City  of  New  Orleans.  The  program  has  moved  along  quite 
well  since  our  last  Annual  Report.  Our  Summer  program  began  in  June, 
1967  following  our  Kindergarten  Graduation  of  92  children.  For  our 
Summer  Program  there  was  an  enrollment  of  156  children  including  44 
pre-school  children  and  112  school  children  ages  6-14  years.  Most  of  these 
children  received  day  care  services.  The  usual  classes  in  music,  arts  and 
crafts,  drama,  artistic  dancing  and  character  development  were  offered 
to  the  children  of  school  age.  Vacation  Church  School  and  Day  Camping 
was  also  offered. 

Our  Fall  Program  began  with  our  Staff  Workshop  on  September  6, 
1967.  Mrs.  Jane  Baumgartner  of  the  Area  Welfare  Office  was  our  Work- 
shop Leader.  We  are  now  licensed  for  111  children  ages  2-5%  years,  in 
keeping  with  the  Department  of  Welfare  regulations  which  required  that 
we  reduce  our  registration  by  80  children.  This  loss  in  fees  has  really 
strained  our  budget.  An  increase  in  fees  from  $3.00  to  $7.00  per  week  per 
child  to  $4.00  to  $8.00  per  week  per  child  and  reduction  in  staff  by  two 
persons  has  helped  to  offset  some  of  this  loss  in  fees.  However,  the  budget 
for  1968  amounting  to  $62,813.00  that  was  approved  by  our  Board  of 
Directors  on  September  16,  1967  which  included  $37,313.00  in  Peoples 
Community  Center  funds  and  $25,500.00  from  the  United  Fund  had  to  be 
revised  by  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Board  on  February  15,  1968 
because  the  United  Fund  only  approved  $20,500.00.  The  revised  budget 
as  approved  by  the  United  Fund  totals  $58,475.00  which  includes  $37,975.00 
in  Peoples  Community  Center  income  and  $20,500.00  in  United  Fund 
Allocation.  This  means  that  we  could  not  raise  1968  salaries  for  staff  as 
much  as  we  had  previously  planned  but  we  are  happy  to  advise  that  all  full 
time  staff  members  did  get  a  raise.  Our  Day  Care  Program  during  the 
regular  season  September  through  May  includes  65  Nursery  children 
(ages  2-4)  and  46  Kindergarten  children  (ages  5). 

In  our  evening  program  more  than  175  youths  are  reached  daily 
through  our  regular  scheduled  group  activities  such  as  Girl  Scouts,  basket- 
ball teams,  Boys  Clubs,  softball  teams  and  various  recreational  activities. 
From  1800  to  2000  are  reached  monthly  as  spectators  to  various  activities. 
Our  older  boys  basketball  team  won  first  place  in  the  City  Tournament 
this  year. 

Our  regular  scheduled  adult  groups  include  our  Parents-Teachers 
Club  (56  registered)  ;  our  Mothers  Club  (44  registered),  a  free  adult  edu- 
cation class  (16  registered),  our  male  recreational  group  (27  registered). 
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Our  Center  is  also  a  meeting  place  for  the  monthly  Executive  Meeting  of 
the  New  Orleans  District,  Women's  Society  of  Christian  Service.  A  large 
number  of  parents  and  friends  are  attracted  to  our  Center  through  our 
Annual  Spring,  Fall  and  Summer  Festivals.  Outside  groups  also  bring  a 
large  number  of  adults  to  the  Center  during  the  year  through  Community 
Meetings,  Banquets,  Festivals,  Teas,  Wedding  Receptions,  Workshops, 
Drill  Teams,  Musicals  and  Songfests. 

In  cooperation  with  the  Anti-Poverty  Program  we  provide  employ- 
ment for  six  young  people  from  the  Neighborhood  Youth  Corps  a  federally 
supported  program  for  school  dropouts.  Their  salaries  are  paid  by  Total 
Community  Action,  the  administrative  agency  for  Office  of  Economic 
Opportunity  in  New  Orleans.  We  also  provide  employment  for  one  young 
adult  in  the  Concentrated  Employment  Program  with  salary  paid  by 
Total  Community  Action.  Our  further  participation  in  the  Anti-Poverty 
Program  is  the  sponsoring  of  three  Child  Development  Centers  that  are 
totally  funded  by  the  office  of  Economic  Opportunity  through  Total  Com- 
munity Action.  There  is  a  staff  of  27  persons  for  these  Centers.  They  are 
located  as  follows:  Beulah  Baptist  Church,  2921  Fourth  Street  with  21 
children  and  five  Staff;  Magnolia  Project,  2909  Magnolia  Street  with  26 
children  and  five  Staff;  Gloryland  Mt.  Gillian  Baptist  Church,  1501  Dry- 
ades  Street  with  68  children  and  13  Staff.  The  program  started  April  1, 
1967  with  the  employment  of  a  Program  Supervisor  and  a  Secretary-Book- 
keeper. The  first  Center  was  opened  June  12,  1967. 

Our  financial  situation  was  fair  during  1967  considering  the  fact  that 
we  lost  some  fees  through  a  drastically  reduced  registration  beginning  in 
September,  1967.  The  following  is  a  statement  of  receipts  and  expenditures 
for  the  period  January  1st  through  December  31st,  1967 :

"With  increasing  frequency,  it  is  proclaimed  that  if  the  Church  is  to 
serve  this  generation,  it  must  get  out  of  its  four  walls  and  meet  the  needs 
of  people.  The  Message  of  our  health  and  welfare  agencies  has  been  and 
continues  to  be,  'there  is  a  God  who  cares  and  who  has  servants  who  care' — 
We  care."  An  enviable  record  of  accomplishments  has  been  achieved  in  a 
significant  way  through  Methodism's  institutions  and  agencies  of  healing 
and  caring.  This  is  a  relevant  witness. 
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There  is  an  urgency  in  our  society  to  provide  health  and  welfare 
services  on  a  scale  undreamed  of  a  few  years  ago.  There  is  an  impatience 
with  partial  measures  and  a  sweeping  demand  for  reassessment  of  the 
methods  and  goals.  Good  health  and  welfare  services  cannot  be  limited  to  a 
privileged  few  in  our  society.  The  Federal  Government,  on  behalf  of  all 
citizens,  has  entered  this  field  in  a  greatly  expanded,  manner.  Medicare 
and  Medicaide  are  revolutionizing  the  provisions  of  health  care  in  our 
country.  The  momentum  of  change  has  accelerated  many  health  and  wel- 
fare services  in  our  nation  which  we  previously  thought  were  sound  and 
unchanging.  In  this  process  of  change,  we  must  preserve  and  strengthen 
the  best  of  the  past  and  build  on  this  for  a  strong  vital  future. 

As  the  church  must  see  the  kind  of  world  we  are  in,  so  the  church 
home  for  the  Aged  in  its  planning  and  performing  is  continually  alert  to 
changing  needs  in  the  church's  vital  role  and  function  in  health  and  wel- 
fare services.  We  have  deep  and  abiding  conviction  that  the  services 
represented  through  our  Board  and  the  administrator  are  not  only  sig- 
nificant because  of  the  needs  of  people,  but  mandatory  by  the  very  nature 
of  the  church.  We  assert  that  the  church  must  be  involved  in  deeds  of 
mercy  just  to  be  in  the  church.  We  ask  the  Church  to  move  beyond 
"Assent"  to  "Action."  This  Board  asks  church  members  to  take  more 
seriously  its  obligation  and  opportunity  to  care — to  seize  this  open  avenue 
for  a  truly  relevant  witness.

REPORT  OF  COMMISSION  ON  MINIMUM  SALARIES 

In  accordance  with  directives  of  P.  836 — (1966  Plan  of  Union),  the 
following  is  the  new  Schedule  of  Minimum  Salary  support  as  set  up  by 
your  Commission  on  Minimum  Salary: 

I.  Minimum  Salary  Fund 

A.  That  the  basic  minimum  salaries  schedule  for  the  Louisiana  Annual 
Conference  for  1968-69  shall  be  as  follows : 

1.  Student  Pastor  without  dependents $2,400.00 

2.  Married  Student  pastor  not  living  on  charge 2,700.00 

3.  Full-Time  pastor  without  dependents   2,800.00 

4.  Married  Student  pastor  living  on  Charge 2,800.00 

5.  Married  Full-Time  Pastor  living  on  Charge 3,200.00 

6.  Additional  grants  up  to  a  maximum  total  of  $500.00  shall  be 
granted  to  minimum  salaries  recipients  on  the  basis  of  $200.00 
for  each  child  and/or  extra  church. 

B.  That  annual  grants  approved  by  the  Commission  shall  be  paid  in 
monthly  installments  on  the  basis  of  funds  available  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  Conference  Year,  and  in  the  event  of  insufficient  funds, 
appropriations  shall  be  made  on  a  pro-rata  basis. 

C.  That,  in  computing  minimum  salary  grants,  the  total  earned  income 
of  the  ministers  shall  be  considered.  Ministers  receiving  supple- 
mental support  from  the  Minimum  Salary  Fund  are  required  to 
report  immediately  any  change  in  total  income  earned.  In  the 
absence  of  notification  by  the  minister,  overpayments  become  a 
refundable  obligation  to  the  minister  to  the  Minimum  Salary  Fund. 

D.  That  the  amount  provided  by  the  Commission  for  a  pastoral  Charge 
will  be  an  amount  not  to  exceed  25%  of  a  minister's  salary,  auto- 
mobile, and  utility  expense  allowance  paid  by  the  church.  Additional 
grants  specified  in  (A-6)  may  be  made  in  addition  to  the  25%  (per 
cent)  limitation. 

E.  That  pastors  of  charges  paying  less  than  $2,400.00  in  salary  and 
expense  funds  shall  not  be  permitted  to  share  in  the  Minimum  Salary 
Fund  except  upon  recommendation  of  the  Cabinet  and  concurrence 
by  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Commission. 

F.  That  the  Every  Member  Visitation  be  carried  out  in  every  pastoral 
Charge,  and  that  wherever  possible  an  annual  increase  be  made  in 
the  pastor's  salary. 

G.  That  every  church  pay  to  the  minimum  Salary  Fund  the  amount 
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apportioned  by  the  Conference  Commission  on  World  Service  and 
Finance — (2%  of  pastor's  Cash  salary). 
H.  That  at  the  earliest  opportunity  after  adjournment  of  the  Confer- 
ence, the  District  Superintendents  shall  furnish  the  Secretary  of 
the  Commission  a  list  of  ministers  in  the  area  receiving  less  than 
$3,200.00  in  salary  and  expense. 
I.  That  each  pastor  named  by  the  District  Superintendent  shall  com- 
plete a  questionnaire  which  must  be  properly  filled  and  returned  to 
the  Secretary  of  the  Commission  before  payments  may  be 
authorized.

ENABLING  ACT  TO  EFFECTUATE  CHANGE 
IN  BOUNDARIES 

Information  about  this  request  and  Petition 

The  New  Mexico  Annual  Conference  of  the  South  Central  Jurisdic- 
tion presently  has  two  churches  on  the  Navajo  Indian  Reservation,  at 
Shiprock,  New  Mexico,  and  Basti,  New  Mexico.  These  churches  are  in 
the  Albuquerque  District  of  the  New  Mexico  Conference. 

Due  primarily  to  the  Christian  and  Methodist  influence  of  the  Navajo 
Methodist  Mission  School  at  Farmington,  New  Mexico,  both  Indians  and 
white  people  on  the  reservation  are  requesting  that  other  Methodist 
Churches  and  teaching  work  be  established  on  the  reservation.  A  petition 
for  the  establishment  of  a  church  at  Window  Rock,  Arizona,  is  in  the 
hands  of  the  superintendent  of  the  Alberquerque,  New  Mexico  District. 
Other  towns  and  villages  on  the  Arizona  side  of  the  reservation  and  near 
New  Mexico  have  invited  the  Albuquerque  District  Superintendent  to 
extend  teaching  services,  and  to  provide  worship  with  the  intention  of 
establishing  churches.  The  first  step  of  this  work  will  be  through  a 
"Mobile  Ministry"  now  being  organized  by  the  Albuquerque  District. 

In  order  to  provide  this  ministry  and  have  it  officially  administered 
by  the  Albuquerque  District  Superintendent,  a  change  in  jurisdictional 
boundaries  must  be  made. 

The  South  California-Arizona  Annual  Conference  has  no  work  in  this 
Navajo  reservation  territory  and  has  no  intention  of  starting  work  there, 
primarily  because  of  the  long  distance  between  this  strip  adjacent  to  New 
Mexico  and  their  nearest  churches.  The  Arizona  District  Superintendent 
in  whose  district  the  territory  under  consideration  is  located  concurs  with 
the  Albuquerque  District  Superintendent  in  making  this  request  for 
change  of  boundaries. 

THEREFORE: 

I,  Charles  R.  Thigpen,  District  Superintendent  of  the  Albuquerque 
District  in  the  New  Mexico  Annual  Conference,  with  the  concurrence  of 
the  Albuquerque  District  Board  of  Church  Location  and  Donald  Locher, 
District  Superintendent  of  the  Phoenix  District  of  the   Southern  Cali- 
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fornia-Arizona  Conference,  hereby  petition  the  1968  General  Conference 
of  The  Methodist  Church  to  enact  an  Enabling  Act  as  Follows : 

"When  all  disciplinary  provisions  pertaining  to  this  procedure  have 
been  followed  and  completed,  the  Western  Jurisdiction  is  hereby  authorized 
to  change  its  boundaries  by  ceding  to  the  South  Central  Jurisdiction  a 
piece  of  territory  fifty  (50)  miles  wide  bounded  on  the  east  by  the 
Arizona-New  Mexico  state  border,  on  the  north  by  the  Arizona-Utah 
state  border,  on  the  west  by  a  north-south  line  fifty  (50)  miles  west  of 
the  Arizona- West  Mexico  state  border  and  parallel  to  it,  and  on  the  south 
by  the  south  border  of  the  Navajo  Indian  Reservation.  When  this  change 
in  the  boundaries  of  the  two  jurisdictions  involved  is  completed,  the 
territory  ceded  by  the  Western  California-Arizona  Conference  and  added 
to  the  New  Mexico  Annual  Conference." 

I  hereby  certify  that  the  above  petition  was  circulated  and  acted  upon 
in  the  One  Hundredth  First  Session  of  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference 
in  the  City  of  New  Orleans,  Louisiana,  this  12th  Day  of  June,  1968  and  the 
vote  was  as  follows :

RESOLUTION 

by  the 

INTERJURISDICTIONAL  RELATIONS  COMMITTEE 

WHEREAS,  all  of  the  Annual  Conferences  formerly  part  of  the 
Central  Jurisdiction  have  been  transferred  and  are  now  a  part  of  the 
South  Central  Jurisdiction;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Plan  of  Union  as  well  as  the  desire  and  intent  of 
The  Methodist  Church  has  for  many  years  called  for  the  merger  of  Con- 
ferences occupying  the  same  geographical  boundaries  without  regard  to 
race  or  color  at  the  earliest  possible  date,  and 

WHEREAS,  through  both  Conference  and  State  Committees,  repre- 
sentatives of  all  Conferences  involved  have  been  involved  in  conversations 
and  plans  for  merger  since  1964,  and 

WHEREAS,  the  financial  responsibilities  and  obligations  of  all  Con- 
ferences involved  have  been  carefully  considered  and  reasonable  solutions 
found  for  most  problems : 

THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED: 

(1)  That  the  Annual  Conferences  of  the  South  Central  Jurisdiction 
within  the  State  of  Texas,  namely  the  Texas  of  Bishop  Paul  Martin's  Area, 
the  Texas  of  Bishop  Noah  Moore's  Area,  the  South-West  Texas,  North 
Texas,  Central  Texas,  Northwest  Texas,  and  the  West  Texas  Conferences, 
by  the  development  of  a  truly  inclusive  Church  at  all  levels  of  the  church's 
organization  and  life  in  keeping  with  the  procedures  and  ideals  described 
and  authorized  by  the  General  Conference  of  the  former  Methodist 
Church  and  the  Plan  of  Union  of  The  United  Methodist  Church ;  and 
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(2)  By  adoption  of  this  resolution  it  is  determined  that  the  Texas 
Conference  of  Bishop  Noah  Moore's  Area  will  be  dissolved  and  merged 
with  the  Texas  Conference  of  Bishop  Martin's  Area  at  the  close  of  the 
1970  sessions  of  the  two  Texas  Conferences  provided  that  if  the  two 
Conferences  should  so  determine  the  Texas  Conference,  presided  over  by 
Bishop  Moore,  will  be  dissolved  and  merged  with  the  Texas  Conference, 
presided  over  by  Bishop  Martin,  at  the  close  of  its  1969  sessions. 

(3)  By  the  adoption  of  this  resolution  it  is  further  determined  that 
the  West  Texas  Conference  having  overlapping  geographic  boundaries. 
For  example:  the  North  Texas,  Central  Texas,  Southwest  Texas  and 
Northwest  Texas  Conferences,  at  the  close  of  the  1970  session  of  the 
West  Texas  Conference,  provided  that  if  it  should  so  be  determined  by 
the  Conferences  involved  that  the  West  Texas  Conference  would  be  dis- 
solved and  merged  with  the  overlapping  Conferences  at  the  close  of  its 
1969  sessions. 

(4)  BE  IT  RESOLVED  further,  That  the  South  Central  Jurisdic- 
tional Conference  1968  will  be  requested  to  bring  the  boundaries  of  the 
two  Texas  Conferences,  namely,  those  Conferences  presided  over  by  Bishop 
Paul  Martin  and  Bishop  Noah  Moore,  into  harmony  with  each  other. 

(5)  By  the  adoption  of  this  resolution  by  all  of  the  Conferences  con- 
cerned, namely  the  Texas  Conference  of  Bishop  Martin's  Area,  the  Texas 
Conference  of  Bishop  Moore's  Area,  the  Southwest  Texas,  the  Northwest 
Texas,  the  Central  Texas  and  the  North  Texas,  and  the  West  Texas  Con- 
ferences, will  be  a  request  to  the  South  Central  Jurisdictional  Conference 
to  approve  the  merger  of  all  conferences  in  the  State  of  Texas  having 
overlapping  boundaries.

REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  CHRISTIAN  SOCIAL  CONCERNS 
LOUISIANA  ANNUAL  CONFERENCE 

June  10-13,  1968 

FIRST  STREET  METHODIST  CHURCH— NEW  ORLEANS 

Bishop  Noah  W.  Moore,  Jr.  and  Members  of  Louisiana  Annual  Conference : 
Change  is  ever  upon  us  in  this  evolutionary  world.  Never  before  in 
the  history  of  the  Christian  Church  has  there  been  a  greater  mandate  for 
leadership  and  guidance  in  helping  communities  to  make  adjustments  to 
ever  changing  situations  and  to  change  attitudes  compatible  with  the 
Christian  Doctrine  as  it  relates  to  man's  relationship  to  man. 

Too  long  has  the  Christian  Church  pursued  the  course  of  followship 
rather  than  leadership  in  the  area  of  Human  Relations.  We  as  Christians 
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can  no  longer  afford  the  luxury  of  isolationism.  If  we  are  to  be  truly 
witnesses  of  the  living  Gospel,  we  must  dare  to  become  involved  in  the 
main  stream  of  Human  Development.  The  church  must  concern  itself  with 
the  economic,  social,  and  spiritual  well-being  of  all  people  regardless  of 
their  station  in  life  or  any  ethnic  consideration. 

There  are  people  among  us  in  any  given  community  who  border  on 
the  brinks  of  starvation.  There  are  those  who  are  unemployed.  There  are 
those  who  are  living  in  homes  and  houses  unfit  for  human  habitation.  The 
church  must  address  itself  to  righting  of  these  inequities  as  it  proclaims 
the  more  abundant  life  for  all  men. 

During  this  year  the  Board  of  Christian  Social  Concerns  has  sup- 
ported legislation  for  more  job  opportunities  for  the  indigenous  job 
seekers;  better  housing  and  rentals  that  poor  people  can  afford  to  pay; 
more  and  better  jobs  for  persons  unemployed  and  underemployed.  We 
deplore  the  blood  that  is  being  shed  in  Viet-Nam  and  are  anxious  that  an 
honorable  peace  be  consummated.  We  are  interested  in  the  promotion  of 
better  health  and  educational  facilities  for  all  of  our  citizens. 

Recommendations : 

1.  That  The  United  Methodist  Church  pursue  a  nondiscriminatory 
policy  within  the  structure  of  the  church  relative  to  assignment  of 
ministers,  members  of  local  churches,  as  well  as  the  personnel  of 
boards,  commissions,  institutions,  etc. 

2.  That  there  be  a  non-discriminatory  policy  in  the  area  of  unemploy- 
ment. 

3.  That  we  write  to  our  president,  and  congressman  to  pass  more 
meaningful  legislation  to  make  the  great  society  indeed  more  ef- 
fective in  curing  the  social  ills  of  our  nation. 

4.  Promote  better  low  cost  housing. 

5.  To  insist  that  every  individual  of  legal  voting  age  will  become  a 
registered  voter  in  every  community. 

6.  We  recommend  that  we  go  on  record  in  support  of  Negro  History 
being  taught  in  all  schools  private  as  well  as  parochial.

FIRST  STREET  METHODIST  CHURCH— NEW  ORLEANS 

Bishop  Noah  W.  Moore,  Jr.  and  Members  of  Louisiana  Annual  Conference: 
The  Annual  Conference  Interjurisdictional  Relations  Committee  will 
continue  to  suggest  ways  and  means  to  Accelerate  an  inclusive  church 
which  is  now  structurally  The  United  Methodist  Church.  We  are  pleased 
with  the  consummation  of  Union  of  E.U.B.  and  The  Methodist  Church. 

There  is  very  little  that  we  can  say  at  this  time  until  we  are  informed 
of  the  many  disciplinary  changes  as  well  as  structural  changes  that  have 
been  necessary  to  accommodate  unification : 
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Recommendations : 

1.  We  recommend  that  across  the  conference  a  series  of  workshops 
will  be  held  for  the  purpose  of  acquainting  the  clergy  and  laity 
with  the  new  laws  as  well  as  structure  of  The  United  Methodist 
Church. 

2.  We  further  recommend  that  the  Episcopacy,  Boards,  and  Agencies 
work  with  all  deliberate  speed  toward  the  realization  of  an  all 
inclusive  church.

REPORT  OF  CONFERENCE  COMMITTEE  ON  STEWARDSHIP 

The  Christian  Steward,  as  a  servant  of  the  Most  High  God,  is  called 
daily  to  give  of  himself  in  the  ushering  in  the  Kingdom  of  God.  This  call 
is  based  upon  not  how  little  but  how  large  a  share  one  may  give.  Your 
Committee  on  Christian  Stewardship,  constantly  aware  of  the  numerous 
needs  of  our  Conference,  has  endeavored  to  deepen  the  interest  of  each 
district  and  involve  each  local  church  in  a  constructive  Stewardship  Pro- 
gram. In  discovering  these  needs  and  attempting  to  arrive  at  a  workable 
conclusion,  the  following  guide  lines  have  been  followed: 

1.  The  chairman  of  the  Louisiana  Conference  on  Stewardship  has 
made  personal  contact  on  each  district  attempting  to  make  the 
program  of  stewardship  revelant  of  our  time. 

2.  A  Call  to  every  District  Superintendent  to  be  alert  in  activating  in 
each  local  church  a  secretary  of  Stewardship  who  would  sense  the 
importance  of  the  office. 
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3.  A  work  sheet  which  will  discover  the  potentials  of  every  church 
so  that  the  Secretary  of  Stewardship  may  perform  on  a  better  or 
higher  level. 

4.  Pointing  up  the  need  of  Stewardship  education  through  workshop 
clinic  in  order  to  reach  all  officers  who  are  at  the  head  of  the  local 
church  stewardship  program. 

5.  To  be  on  the  alert  for  all  training  opportunities  and  argumenting 
the  results  of  this  training  into  the  goals  of  local  church  activities, 
as  well  as  to  become  current  with  the  new  Church's  Program  on 
Stewardship. 

6.  To  set  in  motion  plans  that  will  make  Wills  and  Special  Gifts 
emphasis  a  reality  and  to  co-operate  with  all  the  local  church 
organizations  and  divisions  in  planning  a  well  planned  Every 
Member  Visitation  and  year-round  Stewardship  emphasis. 

As  we  approach  the  end  of  this  Quadrennium  and  look  forward  to 
transition  and  eventually  merger  of  our  Conference,  it  is  asked  that  we 
would  study  well  the  "Foundation  Statement  for  Christian  Stewardship" 
found  in  the  April  27th  issue  of  the  Daily  Christian  Advocate,  page  35; 
and  the  statement  on  "Religion  and  Race"  found  in  the  April  26th  issue. 
As  we  face  "A  New  Church  for  a  New  World"  (Quadrennial  Theme)  let 
"Our  Share — Plus"  be  our  motto  and  join  hands  in  Christian  improvement 
today  as  we  prepare  for  the  fulfillment  of  the  Prophetic  events  for 
tomorrow.

REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  EVANGELISM 
"Building  a  New  Church  for  a  New  World" 

Bishop  Moore  and  Brothers : 

We  are  in  a  New  Church  and  beginning  a  new  era  of  being  God's 
people  in  mission.  This  is  our  great  opportunity  to  assist  God  in  His 
work  of  renewal,  restoration  and  giving  meaning  for  life.  He  needs  our 
faithful  cooperation,  steadfast  loyalty  and  determined  enthusiasm.  We 
have  the  assurance  of  His  guidance  and  His  sustaining  power.  We  may 
not  be  able  to  do  everything,  but  we  can  do  something. 

The  meager  successes  of  the  past  should  serve  as  a  spring-board  for 
more  intense  planning  and  spirited  execution  of  the  plans  in  every  phase 
of  Evangelism.  The  major  responsibilities  in  this  work  are  the  enlistment 
of  the  unreached  for  Jesus  Christ  and  His  Church,  the  care  of  the  members 
who  are  faithful,  and  the  development  of  the  Christian's  life.  Each  District 
Conference  and  each  local  Congregation  must  find  means  and  methods  to 
meet  these  responsibilities. 

Our  recommendations  include  for  each  local  church  the  following 
ministries: 

1.  Special  Classes  for  neighborhood  children  in  Bible  study,  hymn 
singing  and  fellowship. 

2.  Train  both  adult  and  youth  members  in  the  techniques  of  Visitation 
Evangelism. 

3.  Build  a  list  of  100  or  more  unchurched  persons  to  be  utilized  during 
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the  evangelistic  visitation  seasons  of  Thanksgiving-,  Christmas  and 
Easter. 

4.  Conduct  two  or  more  Membership  Classes  annually. 

5.  Organize  a  Walking-Talking  Mission  to  people  on  the  street 
corners,  in  places  of  amusement  and  on  the  jobs. 

We  believe  that  preaching  Revivals,  Prayer  Meetings,  Singing 
Festivals  and  Youth  Revivals  are  still  important,  if  the  content,  the 
contact  and  the  timings  are  geared  to  needs  and  yearnings  of  the  rapid 
1960's  and  the  soaring  1970's. 

We  believe  that  the  church  has  the  power  to  save  this  world  through 
Our  Lord  and  Saviour,  Jesus  Christ.  The  men  of  faith  who  make  Christian 
Action  a  part  of  their  daily  lives  can  make  a  "New  Church  for  a  New 
World."

2.  We  recommend  that  all  graduate  pastors  attend  the  Pastor's  School 
of  the  Louisiana  Area  to  be  held  at  Centennary  College,  Shreveport, 
Louisiana,  August  5th-8th,  1968.  We  urge  that  each  local  church 
give  its  pastor  the  necessary  financial  aid  to  attend  the  school. 

3.  We  recommend  that  because  of  the  change  in  structure  of  the 
local  church,  that  District  Workshops  for  Pastors  be  held  as  soon 
as  practicable. 

4.  We  call  to  the  attention  of  the  Conference  that  the  former  Com- 
mittee on  Conference  Relations  has  been  eliminated  in  The  United 
Methodist  Church  and  that  its  functions  and  duties  are  now  the 
responsibility  of  the  Board  of  the  Ministry. 

5.  We  recommend  that  each  local  charge  make  financial  provisions  for 
its  pastor  regarding  opportunities  for  continuing  education,  in- 
cluding purchase  of  books  and  participation  in  workshops,  etc.

2.  THAT  efforts  for  full  implementation  of  the  merger  become  effective 
in  1970. 

3.  THAT  a  committee  on  Inter-Conference  affairs  be  established  by  this 
Annual  Conference  for  the  purposes  of  consultation  and  implementing 
the  goals  and  objectives  of  The  United  Methodist  Church  regarding 
conference  mergers.  Also,  that  contact  be  made  with  the  corresponding 
committee  of  the  other  Louisiana  Conference  as  soon  as  possible. 

4.  THAT  we  seek  to  work  with  Boards,  Agencies,  and  Service  Groups 
across  district  and  conference  boundaries  within  the  state  of  Louisiana 
during  the  ensuing  Annual  Conference  year. 

5.  THAT  the  new  committee  make  a  written  report  to  this  Annual  Con- 
ference (30)  days  prior  to  the  Annual  Conference  Session  of  1969 
relative  to  all  of  the  above.

Greetings : 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  is  duty 
bound  to  report  its  activities  of  another  year.  The  Executive  Committee 
undertook  a  study  of  property  values  as  reported  in  the  Annual  Reports 
from  the  churches.  We  find  that  the  evaluation  of  much  of  the  property 
has  not  changed  in  the  last  five  years.  This  we  know  could  be  a  true 
picture  of  our  Conference.  Therefore,  as  custodians  of  the  real  property 
of  the  Conference,  we  urge  that  each  local  Board  of  Trustees  re-examine 
their  holdings  and  secure  a  fair  estimate  of  value  of  property  owned. 

The  executive  committee  also  handled  the  transfer  of  a  certain  portion 
of  land  to  the  Parish  of  Iberia,  in  the  township  of  Patteauville,  on  the 
property  of  Boynton  Methodist  Church,  now  abandoned.  Authority  was 
granted  to  the  Parish  for  a  "Right-of-Way"  privilege  to  construct  side 
walks  in  front  of  this  property.  Terms  of  the  transfer  included  the  re- 
construction of  a  new  sidewalk  in  front  of  the  church  lot. 

Inquiry  has  been  made  concerning  the  change  of  title  on  legal  papers 
on  Church  property.  The  Board  of  Trustees  has  been  advised  that  there 
is  no  need  for  a  change  of  title  at  this  time  and  when  the  time  for  such 
changes  arrive,  directions  will  be  given  to  the  local  boards  of  trustees.

been  duly  given,  at  which  said  meeting  all  Trustees  were  present  and  acted 
throughout,  the  following  resolution  was  offered  and  unanimously  adopted : 

RESOLVED:  That  this  corporation  transfer  and  otherwise  set  over 
to  the  Bethany  Methodist  Church,  the  following  described  property,  in 
consideration  that  this  property  is  transferred  and  shall  be  held  for  the 
use  and  benefit  of  the  Methodist  Church  and  shall  be  used,  kept,  and  main- 
tained as  a  place  of  residence  for  the  use  and  occupancy  of  the  ministers  of 
the  Methodist  Church  who  may  from  time  to  time  be  entitled  to  occupy 
the  same  by  appointment  and  as  a  place  of  Divine  Worship  of  the  Methodist 
ministry  and  members  of  The  Methodist  Church;  subject  to  the  Disci- 
pline, usage,  and  ministerial  appointment  of  said  church  as  from  time  to 
time  authorized  and  declared  by  the  General  Conference  and  by  the 
Annual  Conference  within  whose  bounds  the  said  premises  are  situated, 
to-wit : 

FIVE  CERTAIN  LOTS  OF  GROUND,  together  with  all  the  build- 
ings and  improvements  thereon,  and  all  the  rights,  ways,  privileges, 
servitudes,  advantages  and  prescriptions  (both  liberative  and 
acquisitive)  thereunto  belonging  or  in  any  wise  appertaining, 
situated  in  the  Third  District  of  this  city  in  what  is  known  as 
Pontchartrain  Park  Subdivision,  Section  2,  as  shown  on  a  plan  of 
subdivision  made  by  F.  C.  Gnadolpho,  Jr.,  Surveyor,  dated  Sep- 
tember 26,  1955,  approved  by  the  City  Planning  Commission  on 
October  21,  1955,  duly  registered  in  the  Conveyance  Office  in  Book

COMMITTEE  ON  URBAN  LIFE 

The  Committee  on  Urban  Life  is  designed  to  carry  out  the  clear 
directive  of  the  1964  Discipline,  paragraph  130.  1.  The  Board  (of  Mis- 
sions) shall  appoint  in  consultation  with  the  Cabinet,  a  Committee  on 
Urban  Work,  composed  of  district  superintendents,  laity  experienced  in 
the  fields  of  City  Church  Work,  urban  planning  and  renewal,  health, 
welfare,  recreation,  education  industry,  and  labor;  and  representatives  of 
such  church  agencies  as  church-extension  and  research  committee's, 
district  missionary  societies,  Boards  of  Lay  Activities,  Women's  Societies 
of  Christian  Service,  and  Commission  on  Town  and  Country  Work,  and 
other  representatives  of  various  phases  of  city  work  and  strategy. 

The  Discipline  calls  to  our  attention  the  great  need  for  leadership 
and  wisdom  to  help  strengthen  Methodism's  rapidly  changing  position  in 
cities  and  growing  suburbs.  Coupled  with  this  are  the  emerging  problems 
of  America's  changing  cities.  Shifting  populations  in  the  inner-city  de- 
mand a  re-study  of  Methodism's  buildings,  locations,  leadership  and 
program.  What  readjustments  are  indicated,  in  services  and  activities,  to 
minister  effectively  to  the  multitudes  who  crowd  old  dwellings  or  occupy 
renewed  housing?  A  large  proportion  of  these  people  are  of  Protestant 
background.  Where  can  adequate  finances  be  found  to  undergird  salaries 
of  pastors,  provide  proper  staff,  maintain  and  modify  the  buildings  of 
churches  where  these  people  are?  Pastors  and  local  churches  continuously 
call  for  counsel  and  leadership. 
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We  make  the  following  recommendations  to  this  the  101st  Session  of 
the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference: 

(1)  That  the  Board  of  Missions,  along  with  the  counsel  of  the  Bishop 
and  Cabinet  give  their  continuous  support  to  the  Committee  on 
Urban  Life. 

(2)  That  serious  attention  be  given  to  Urban  Church  finance,  evan- 
gelism, personnel,  specialized  ministries,  as  well  as  to  mergers, 
relocations  or  transitional  ministries  to  help  city  churches  stay 
where  they  are. 

(3)  That  the  Conference  approve  a  study  on  the  Urban  Work  of  her 
major  city  churches  with  particular  attention  to  situations  in 
that  city. 

(4)  That  the  Conference  continue  to  enlist  the  advice  of  informed 
ministers  and  laymen  in  working  on  the  city's  development  in 
each  conference. 

( 5 )  That  the  Committee  on  Urban  Life  represent  Methodism  in  ap- 
proaching city  planners,  real  estate  developers,  bankers,  and 
housing  authorities  who  are  pioneering  in  America's  new  inner 
city  frontier. 

Finally,  America  is  rapidly  becoming  a  country  of  cities.  The 
Louisiana  Annual  Conference,  through  its  Committee  on  Urban  Work  has 
a  unique  tool  with  which  to  tackle  tremendous  city  tasks.  We  must  not 
fail  to  lift  our  imagination  and  renew  our  determination  to  work  on  the 
city's  unfolding  opportunities.  Let  us  work  together  in  the  name  of  Christ 
to  make  our  cities  a  better  place  in  which  to  live.

THE  BOARD  OF  HOSPITALS  AND  HOMES 

The  Church  is  a  group  of  people.  The  group  has  a  center,  these  people 
are  grouped  around  a  person,  Jesus.  The  thing  that  holds  this  group  to- 
gether is  devotion  to  this  person,  Jesus.  The  Board  of  Hospitals  and  Homes 
is  a  grand  place  for  the  devotion  to  Christ  to  be  expressed. 

The  Board  of  Hospitals  and  Homes  calls  the  Conference  attention  to 
an  area  of  service  that  is  often  neglected  for  our  minority  group.  The 
vast  area  of  health  services  in  The  Methodist  Church  need  to  be  explored. 
While  we  are  grateful  for  the  services  of  the  Lafon  Protestant  Home,  we 
need  to  examine  other  health  opportunities.  Child  and  Adolescence,  young 
adults,  and  other  areas  of  concern  must  challenge  the  Conference  to  service. 

The  great  relationship  between  religion,  health  and  healing  must  be 
enjoyed  by  our  group  who  have  not  fully  known  the  full  meaning  of  these 
relationships.  The  Board  of  Hospitals  and  Homes  feels  that  we  are  just 
beginning  to  explore  the  vast  significance  of  mind-body  relationship. 
Jesus,  Our  Lord  and  Saviour,  fully  understood  what  this  relationship  was 
and  spent  much  of  His  ministry  healing  those  who  were  sick. 

The  great  rush  of  violence  which  has  broken  out  in  our  land  reveals 
a  sick  society.  Our  young  leaders  who  were  concerned  about  this  problem 
(the  two  Kennedys  and  Dr.  Martin  Luther  King),  now  lie  silent  in  their 
graves.  How  can  we  ignore  the  great  need  for  the  church  to  speak  the 
healing  word  for  the  sick  society. 
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The  poor  and  the  needy  are  our  concern  and  the  sick  and  helpless 
must  now  be  fully  the  objects  of  our  love. 

We  make  the  following  recommendations : 

(1)  That  we  support  the  Lafon  Protestant  Home  with  the  idea  to 
continue  and  enlarge  her  service. 

(2)  That  we  make  a  careful  study  of  health  opportunities  in  our 
various  communities.  We  should  particular  concern  ourselves  with  the 
opportunities  for  minority  groups. 

(3)  That  we  look  into  the  available  sources  of  Federal  Aid  with  the 
idea  of  receiving  more  aid  and  with  the  hope  that  it  is  fairly  distributed. 

(4)  That  we  call  upon  each  local  congregation  to  minister  and  aid 
the  health  needs  of  all  age  groups. 

(5)  That  we  rededicate  ourselves  anew  to  a  new  world  that  can  be 
known  in  Christ  Jesus  Our  Lord,  through  the  healing  powers  of  the 
Christian  Gospel. 

(6)  That  we  encourage  young  people  to  enter  careers  of  health 
services  through  Christian  vocations. 

(7)  That  we  check  the  membership  of  the  church  to  see  how  many 
physicians,  social  workers,  nurses,  clinical  psychologists  and  others  who 
maybe  giving  their  lives  in  the  professions. 

(8)  That  we  insure  that  all  Methodist  health  and  welfare  agencies  are 
open  to  all  people  regardless  of  color.

REPORT  OF  DIRECTOR  OF  GULFSLDE  ASSEMBLY 

Bishop  Noah  W.  Moore,  Jr.,  and  Members  of  the  Conference 

GREETINGS: 

Another  year  has  passed  in  the  life  of  Gulfside  Assembly,  and  we  take 
pride  in  reporting  that  the  agency  is  still  making  progress.  One  of  the 
major  problems  is  that  we  are  faced  with  the  fact  that  funds  must  be 
raised  during  the  3  Summer  months,  and  we  carry  on  for  12  month 
periods.  With  care  planning  and  economical  spending,  we  have  been  able 
to  do  just  that  and  with  limited  funds  the  only  thing  to  do  is  to  reduce 
expenditures. 

With  the  going  out  of  the  Central  Jurisdiction,  Gulfside  is  going 
through  a  period  of  transition.  We  move  over  into  the  Southeastern 
Jurisdiction,  this  means  that  the  activities  we  usually  had  came 
from  the  Central  Jurisdiction,  in  the  future  they  are  to  come  from  the 
General  Church.  Just  how  long  it  will  be  before  the  program  can  be 
integrated,  we  do  not  know.  In  the  light  of  this,  we  think  we  have  a  fair 
list  of  activities  this  Summer.  (See  Schedule.) 

The  question  being  asked  now  is,  "What  is  to  become  of  Gulfside"? 
With  the  dissolution  of  the  conferences  and  with  the  activities  or  pro- 
gram in  question?  The  Board  of  Trustees  had  to  take  a  long  look  at  it  from 
the  point  of  view  of  the  future.  A  Committee  was  appointed  to  make  a 
study  of  the  situation  regarding  five  actions:  1)  Relate  it  to  the  Confer- 
ence in  which  it  is  geographically  located  (Mississippi  Conference),  2) 
relate  it  to  some  institution  in  the  State  doing  business  among  Negroes 
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(Rust  College),  3)  Ask  the  Board  of  Missions  to  take  it  over  and  operate 
it,  4)  approach  the  Southeastern  Jurisdiction  and  relate  it  to  that  Juris- 
diction, and  do  the  work  as  a  Church  institution.  If  not  any  of  the  above, 
sell  it.  The  Committee  is  at  work  along  these  lines. 

The  Board  in  its  meeting,  May  10,  1968,  voted  to  contact  Rust 
College;  as  an  Institution  doing  work  among  Negroes.  Since  it  is  a  College 
and  has  connections  with  Government  resources,  it  might  be  able  to  con- 
nect Gulfside  with  some  Government  agency  which  might  help.  Already, 
there  are  three  young  people  who  are  working  at  Gulfside  and  will  enter 
Rust  College  in  the  Fall,  and  they  are  on  a  program  paying  $50.00  per 
week  and  saving  us.  Then,  too  in  the  effort  of  the  Mississippi  Conference, 
Rust  sent  us  a  cook,  and  paid  for  his  services  to  us,  another  saving. 

During  the  year  we  had  surprise  donations  in  the  amount  of  $1,038.09 ; 
it  was  our  share  of  a  will  from  a  man  in  Canton,  Ohio,  Rev.  Paul  H. 
Marsfelder.  With  that  donation  we  were  able  to  renovate  and  fix  up  for 
use  the  Junes  Guest  House.  This  was  the  result  of  Activities  of  the  late 
Dr.  F.  W.  Mueller,  who  was  executive  Secretary  of  the  Advance  Movement. 

The  General  Conference  of  the  Mennonites  send  us  a  group  of  workers, 
who  come  and  work  for  two  weeks  on  their  "Work  Camp."  They  spend  this 
time  at  Gulfside.  They  pay  $1.50  per  day  for  their  upkeep  while  there 
and  all  we  have  to  do  is  to  give  them  a  place  to  stay  and  tell  them  what  to 
do.  Last  year  they  did  not  come,  but  this  year  they  will  come.  There  is  a 
couple  with  them  who  will  serve  as  their  supervisor.  This  will  be  quite  a 
saving.  Thus  we  will  have  need  for  a  very  little  help  during  the  month 
of  June. 

In  its  meeting,  before  the  last  Jurisdictional  Conference,  the  College 
of  Bishops  appointed  a  Committee  to  study  the  future  of  Gulfside.  They 
asked  that  Gulfside's  Director  appear  before  that  Committee.  Among  the 
things  we  said  then  was,  "Let  it  be  known  that  we  go  into  the  Southeastern 
Jurisdiction  unencumbered,  we  have  no  debt,  we  will  take  with  us  a 
property  free  from  debt  and  as  we  go  in  we  go  with  heads  held  high,  feeling 
that  we  have  something  to  offer  the  Church. 

At  the  suggestion  of  Bishop  Noah  W.  Moore,  Jr.,  the  Board  of 
Missions  sent  the  head  of  the  Department  of  Research  to  Gulfside,  to  make 
a  study  of  Gulfside.  In  his  report,  Dr.  Wilson  said,  "At  present  the 
General  changes  in  our  society  and  the  Church  have  had  an  effect  on 
Gulfside  Assembly.  One  of  these  is  the  increasingly  advisability  of  public 
accommodations  for  the  Negro  people.  When  many  recreational  facilities 
were  closed  to  Negroes  there  were  more  people  who  would  use  our  facilities 
at  Gulfside.  That  more  and  more  public  accommodations  are  open  to 
Negroes  they  have  the  option  of  using  those  at  Gulfside  or  those  along 
the  Highway.  Some  individuals  who  might  participate  in  the  activities  at 
Gulfside  are  spending  their  time  in  other  places."  The  future  of  Gulfside 
is  not  in  providing  an  Assembly  ground  and  recreational  facility,  which 
is  available  to  Negro  people,  but  in  developing  a  program,  particularly  a 
training  program  which  can  serve  the  Church  in  the  section  of  the  country 
where  it  is  located.

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REPORT  OF  SAGER  BROWN  SCHOOL, 
BALDWIN,  LOUISIANA 

1967-1968  TERM 

The  fiscal  year  and  school  term  closed  at  Sager  Brown  School  May 
31st,  1968,  with  an  enrollment  of  57  children  living  in  the  dormitories  and 
108  Day  Students.  A  total  enrollment  of  165,  and  a  staff  of  20  persons. 
This  number  included  4  Deaconesses  and  2  US-2's. 

June  1,  Activities  for  the  summer  were  started  with  approximately 
30  children  who  remained  in  the  dormitories  along  with  those  who  came 
from  the  community  for  the  activities.  The  summer  program  included 
tutoring,  library  activities,  swimming  and  out-door  sports,  crafts,  sewing, 
and  other  types  of  needle  work.  The  program  was  planned  so  that  two 
weeks  were  given  for  the  children  to  attend  Vacation  Church  School. 

Various  churches  and  friends  made  it  possible  for  the  children  to  at- 
tend a  Ball  Game  at  the  Houston  Astrodome.  Some  of  our  children  attended 
the  Louisiana  Conference  MYF  Institute  held  at  Gulfside  Assembly,  Wave- 
land,  Mississippi.  Several  church  groups  and  the  Welfare  Department 
of  the  Area  used  the  library  and  gym  for  meetings.  The  visits  of  these 
groups  and  ten  or  more  groups  of  Women's  Societies  of  Christian  Service, 
Wesleyan  Service  Guilds,  MYF'ers  and  other  friends  who  toured  the  school 
were  inspirational.  Staff  members  attended  summer  school,  served  here  on 
campus  in  the  summer  program  and  attended  the  Workshop  which  Dr. 
Berry  held  in  Laredo,  Texas,  for  workers  in  the  schools  that  are  under  the 
Department  of  Educational  Work  of  the  National  Division  of  The  Board 
of  Missions. 

The  1967-68  Term  opened  in  September  with  a  Dormitory  enrollment 
of  49  children  and  a  total  enrollment  of  151.  (At  the  time  of  this  writing 
there  is  an  increase  in  the  enrollment.)  A  staff  of  23  persons  is  employed 
to  work  with  these  boys  and  girls.  There  are  four  deaconesses  and  four 
US-2's  included  in  the  staff.  The  term  began  with  a  period  of  orientation 
acquainting  new  workers  with  the  program  of  the  school  and  giving  an 
opportunity  for  all  staff  to  outline  plans  of  work  for  the  year.  Various 
committees  were  set  up  and  plans  for  the  functioning  of  the  work  of  the 
school  and  home  were  well  organized. 

The  P.T.A.,  Boy  Scouts,  Saturday  Activity  Clubs,  Dormitory  and 
Cafeteria  Activities  are  organized  so  as  to  have  little  or  no  friction  with 
the  program  of  each.  The  local  church  near  the  campus  still  offers  oppor- 
tunity for  the  staff  and  students  to  participate  in  the  activities  of  the 
church  school  and  MYF.  The  Dormitories  offer  opportunity  for  worship 
and  social  life. 

Programs  of  interest  this  school  term  have  been  the  Annual  Christmas 
Program  and  other  Christmas  Activities.  The  New  Iberia  Sub-District 
MYF  held  its  Christmas  meeting  and  party  on  the  campus.  Several  nearby 
churches  and  friends  out  of  state  remembered  our  children  at  Christmas 
with  parties  and  gifts.  The  Annual  Christmas  Staff  Dinner  and  Worship 
Service  were  enjoyed  by  all.  The  Student  Council  of  Sager  Brown  observed 
Arbor  Day  by  planting  a  Redbud  Tree  on  our  front  lawn.  This  group  has 
made  other  plans  for  activities  on  campus. 
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We  take  this  opportunity  to  say  "Thank  you"  to  our  friends  for  their 
interest  through  their  prayers,  service  and  gifts.

Since  our  last  report 
we  have  participated  in  many  exciting  and  eventful,  as  well  as  varied, 
unique  and  fruitful  activities.  We  now  stand  in  the  doorway  of  the  new 
United  Methodist  Church  as  members  of  the  Women's  Society  of  Christian 
Service,  facing  new  horizons. 

With  the  splendid  cooperation  of  the  Women,  District  Superintendents 
and  Ministers,  we  have  been  able  to  accomplish  many  rewarding  experi- 
ences. In  the  month  of  July,  we  held,  at  Gulfside,  our  Annual  Meeting  in 
conjunction  with  the  School  of  Christian  Mission.  This,  in  itself  was  a  new 
adventure.  Gulfside  is  an  ideal  place  for  the  School.  Dr.  Dennis  Fletcher 
addressed  us  on  Friday  and  told  us  of  some  of  the  things  to  be  expected 
in  this  new  Church.  Dr.  W.  T.  Handy,  Sr.,  gave  us  the  challenge  as  we 
closed  this  very  successful  meeting. 

We  held  two  outstanding  meetings  on  the  Baton  Rouge  District.  The 
Spin-off  Workshop  on  Human  Relations,  an  integrated  workshop  and  a 
two-day  workshop  with  Miss  Maryruth  Nickels,  our  Region  Secretary,  at 
Wesley  Church.  Interesting  discussions  brought  out  the  answers  to  many 
puzzling  questions. 

The  New  Orleans  District  sponsored  their  Annual  Spiritual  Life 
Retreat  at  Dillard  University.  What  a  rewarding  experience  for  all! 

We  have  also  been  able  to  participate  in  activities  with  the  South 
Central  Jurisdiction.  As  President,  I  was  privileged  to  attend  the  Execu- 
tive Council  meeting  at  Mt.  Sequoia.  The  Annual  Reports  of  Jurisdiction 
Officers  were  made  and  plans  for  the  Jurisdiction  Annual  Meeting  were 
completed. 

Many  of  the  new  policies,  structures  and  also  the  new  name  of  the 
Organization  were  introduced  and  adopted  at  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the 
Woman's  Division  of  the  Board  of  Missions  of  The  Methodist  Church  in 
Denver.  Here  I  learned  some  of  the  things  I  needed  to  know  in  order  to 
move  ahead  with  this  fast-moving  church. 

At  the  South  Central  Jurisdiction  Annual  Meeting,  Omaha,  Nebraska 
for  the  first  time  in  history,  to  my  knowledge,  the  seven  women  who 
attended  from  Louisiana,  former  Central  Jurisdiction,  were  seated  as 
delegates  with  those  from  the  South  Central.  No  segregation  was  prac- 
ticed— we  were  seated  according  to  States.  After  this  meeting,  we  said 
"His  Church  is  marching  on!" 

We  have  just  closed  our  28th  Annual  Meeting,  held  in  Shreveport  at 
St.  Paul's  Church.  The  Shreveport  District  Women's  Society,  Rev.  Bibbons, 
Rev.  Davis  and  the  good  people  of  the  Church  made  our  meeting  a  most 
successful  one.  We  elected  our  officers  in  keeping  with  the  new  pattern 
and  are  ready  to  go  forward  in  the  new  Conference  Year.  The  new  United 
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Methodist  Church  and  the  new  Women's  Society  of  Christian  Service 
remembered  God's  call  to  us  for  a  person  to  person  communication  to 
reach  the  unreached. 

We  are  very  desirous  of  having  a  closer  affiliation  with  the  District 
Superintendents  and  Ministers  so  we  may  understand  our  work  more  fully. 
To  that  end,  we  are  extending  a  special  invitation  to  all  District  Super- 
intendents and  Ministers  to  come  and  spend  a  week  with  us  at  Gulfside  in 
our  Conference  School  of  Missions  July  7th  through  July  12th,  1968.  This 
is  a  training  activity  where  questions  and  answers  are  welcomed.  I  am 
sure  you  will  know  more  of  our  new  structure  if  you  avail  yourselves 
the  opportunity. 

As  I  close  this  Report,  may  I  express  my  very  sincere  appreciation  to 
our  four  District  Presidents  who  have  worked  untiringly  in  order  for  us 
to  close  out  a  successful  year.  Also  to  the  District  Superintendents  who 
kept  the  Districts  informed  and  to  the  Ministers  for  their  fine  cooperation. 
Nothing  can  be  accomplished  alone — it  takes  each  and  everyone  to  make 
a  well  rounded,  peaceful  organization. 

As  I  attended  the  last  meeting  of  the  Central  Jurisdiction  Woman's 
Society  in  Nashville  and  witnessed  the  closing  of  the  Central  Jurisdiction, 
I  sat  there  with  many  things  running  through  my  mind — What  Now! 
Where  to?  Are  we  ready  to  take  our  place  in  this  new  Organization? 

God  calls  women  to  fulfill  His  mission  through  channels  of  study, 
giving,  witnessing,  service  and  time.  Our  society  and  Guild  calls  for  larger 
witness  and  responsibility.  Women — Are  We  Ready?  Can  We  Do  the  Job? 
With  God,  all  things  are  possible.

COMMISSION  ON  TOWN  AND  COUNTRY  REPORT 

Bishop  Moore,  Members  of  the  Conference : 

The  Commission  on  Town  and  Country,  hereby  make  this  report. 

The  great  changes  which  are  evident  in  our  time  demands  that  the 
Church  realize  its  position  in  the  midst  of  these  changing  times. 

The  Commission  on  Town  and  Country  sense  the  need  for  new  and 
varied  approaches  to  meet  the  need  of  the  work  for  rural  church  and  com- 
munity. It  can  safely  be  said  that  aproximtaely  57  percent  of  the  charges 
of  the  conference  are  circuits.  Thus  it  is  from  this  vantage  point  that  the 
whole  program  of  the  Town  and  Country  Work  must  be  taken  under  serious 
consideration. 

The  mobility  of  our  population  presents  a  unique  challenge  to  the 
rural  and  Town  Ministry.  The  shifting  of  our  population  from  rural  to 
urban  makes  it  imperative  that  our  people  who  leave  the  rural  areas  of  our 
conference  would  have  had  the  type  of  ministry  which  would  make  their 
transition  from  rural  to  urban  church  life  a  satisfying  experience. 

The  Commission  on  Town  and  Country  makes  the  following  recom- 
mendations : 

1.  That  the  Conference  would  make  a  survey  of  the  Town  and  Country 
work  to  determine  the  following : 

(a)    That  the  boundaries   of   each   district   would   be   effectively 
established  to  avoid  over-lapping  and  wasted  motion. 
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(b)  That  a  determination  of  distance  of  churches  from  each  other 
is  made  so  as  to  establish  a  minimum  and  maximum  distance 
for  separate  places  of  worship. 

2.  To  take  a  closer  look  at  the  larger  parish  ministry  and  group  min- 
istry to  ascertain  the  feasibility  of  their  application  to  our  situa- 
tion. 

3.  That  there  should  be  established,  district  committees  to  work  with 
the  small  rural  church  to  effect  mergers,  and  to  work  with  the 
district  superintendents  in  bringing  about  the  attitudes  for  merg- 
ing of  the  small  churches  for  a  more  effective  rural  ministry.

REPORT  OF  WESLEYAN  SERVICE  GUILD 

The  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  is  being  confronted  with  the  challenge  to 
reassess  direction  in  life,  to  evaluate  motivations  and  to  search  for  new 
meaning  in  the  midst  of  the  technological  revolution.  As  guilders  take  part 
in  a  variety  of  leadership  opportunities,  they  are  reacting  to  the  new 
realities  of  today's  world.  Seeking  larger  ideas  of  what  the  church  and 
each  church  member  should  be  often  results  in  a  change  of  feelings  in 
understanding  vital  issues. 

Two  Guild  members  attended  the  Orientation  in  Missions  Course  held 
at  Scarritt  College,  Nashville,  Tenn.,  during  the  summer,  1967.  They  were 
exposed  to  new  understandings  of  technology,  human  relations,  politics  as 
they  interviewed  labor,  civil  rights  and  church  leaders.  They  also  experi- 
mented with  drama  and  other  forms  of  creative  expressions. 

Three  Guild  members  participated  in  the  Week-end  Mission  Seminar, 
held  at  the  Business  Girl's  Inn,  Shreveport,  La. 

Recognizing  the  need  for  organizational  and  structural  changes  to 
better  meet  the  needs  of  employed  women,  the  Guild  initiated  three  pilot 
plans  in  a  three-unit  project  within  the  jurisdiction.  One  plan  was 
initiated  in  a  Louisiana  Unit.  The  aim  was  to  develop  a  flexible  structure 
at  the  local  level.  Reports  from  the  units  have  led  to  a  broadening  of  the 
concept  and  now  any  Guild  unit  is  free  to  follow  the  newly  structured  plan. 

We  have  continued  a  program  emphasis  on  job  upgrading.  Guilds 
have  been  studying,  with  a  view  of  implementation,  the  recommendations 
of  the  Section  of  Christian  Social  Relations  on  Project  equality,  the  Anti- 
Poverty  program  and  New  Concepts  of  Social  Welfare.  We  also  have 
participated  in  the  World  Understanding  Work-shop  on  Africa  and  have 
made  an  effort  to  become  acquainted  with  and  use  the  new  Adult  Cur- 
riculum, Foundations  in  Christian  Faith. 

New  understanding  of  their  role  within  the  life  of  the  church  has 
spurred  growth  in  many  Guild  units.  Two  new  units  were  organized  on 
the  Baton  Rouge  District.  We  realize  that  growth  is  not  measured  in 
numbers  and  dollars  alone.  More  accurately  it  is  measured  in  changed 
lives.  Members  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  seek  new  avenues  of  daily 
Christian  witness  whether  in  an  office,  from  behind  a  store  counter,  within 
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the  school  room,  at  the  hospital  bedside,  in  the  library,  in  the  factory,  in 
the  beauty  parlor.  Through  study,  exposure  to  problems,  involvements  in 
finding  solutions  and  meeting  needs  each  strives  for  new  insights  in  re- 
lating faith  to  everyday  events.

We  present  in  Exhibit  "A"  a  summary  of  your  receipts  and  disburse- 
ments for  the  period  under  review,  supported  by  Exhibit  "B,"  the  State- 
ment of  Cash  Receipts,  Exhibit  "C,"  the  Statement  of  Cash  Disbursements 
and  Schedule  No.  1,  Bank  Reconciliation  as  at  June  30,  1968.  The  two 
latter  Exhibits  show  detailed  classifications  of  the  receipts  and  disburse- 
ments, respectively.  By  referring  to  Exhibit  "A,"  you  will  note  that  there 
was  a  balance  in  your  bank  account  at  June  30,  1967  in  the  amount  of 
$64,353.08  and  in  the  First  Federal  Savings  and  Loan  Association  of 
Scotlandville  a  total  balance  of  $9,813.62.  At  June  30,  1968  your  bank 
balance  had  increased  to  $65,532.94  and  your  savings  accounts  had  in- 
creased to  $16,524.09,  resulting  in  a  total  net  increase  of  cash  during  the 
period  ended  June  30,  1968  in  the  amount  of  $7,890.33. 

Receipts  and  Disbursements 

All  deposits  as  recorded  in  the  Cash  Receipts  book  were  traced  to 
the  bank  statements.  Certain  columns  in  the  Cash  Receipts  book  were 
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re-added  and  the  totals  of  all  columns  cross-footed.  Receipts  from  various 
districts  as  evidenced  by  the  Treasurer's  Report  compiled  during  the 
period  from  July  1,  1967  thru  June  30,  1968  were  traced  individually  into, 
the  Cash  Receipts  book  and  no  differences  were  found.  The  total  of  all 
maintenance  appropriation  remittance  sheets  from  the  National  Division 
of  the  Board  of  Missions  submitted  for  our  examination,  with  the 
exception  of  the  ones  for  the  month  of  June,  1968,  were  found  to  be  in 
agreement  with  the  amounts  as  recorded  in  the  Cash  Receipts  book. 
Although  the  sheets  were  not  available  the  details  of  the  total  amount 
recorded  in  the  Cash  Receipts  book  for  the  maintenance  appropriations 
for  the  month  of  June,  1968  were  explained  to  our  satisfaction  by  certain 
documentation.  All  receipts  are  reported  in  Exhibit  "B"  as  they  are 
recorded  in  the  Cash  Receipts  book  with  the  exception  of  $73.75  of  dona- 
tions that  were  deposited  directly  with  the  First  Federal  Savings  and 
Loan  Association  of  Scotlandville  in  the  account,  Scholarship  Fund,  and 
$6,581.00  deposited  directly  into  the  Minimum  Salary  Fund,  plus  interest 
credited  to  each  account  in  this  Association. 

All  paid  checks  were  examined  for  correct  signatures  and  endorse- 
ments and  were  traced  to  the  Cash  Disbursements  book.  Certain  columns 
in  the  Cash  Disbursements  book  were  re-added  and  the  totals  of  all 
columns  were  cross-footed.  Disbursements  for  District  Maintenance  were 
compared  with  the  maintenance  appropriations  received  during  the  period 
ended  June  30,  1968  and,  with  the  exception  of  a  total  amount  of  $600.03 
which  was  received  from  the  National  Board  of  Missions  but  which  was  not 
disbursed  for  District  Maintenance  up  to  the  closing  date  of  June  30, 
1968,  were  found  to  be  in  agreement.  This  total  of  $600.03  received  from 
the  National  Board  of  Missions  but  not  disbursed  was  for  the  accounts 
of  Beech  Court  (Baton  Rouge) -$150.03,  New  Roads  (Baton  Rouge) - 
$225.00,  Washington  Circuit  (New  Iberia) -$16.67,  David  Circuit-$25.00, 
Round  Grove  (Shreveport)  -$25.00,  St.  Peter  Court  (Shreveport) -$33.33, 
Lutcher  (Baton  Rouge) -$41.67,  Hahnville  (New  Orleans) -$33.33  and 
Compti  (Shreveport) -$50.00.  All  of  the  amounts  that  have  not  been  dis- 
bursed should  be  returned  to  the  National  Division  of  the  Board  of  Mis- 
sions 

During  the  month  of  August,  1967,  the  total  amount  of  $483.34 
was  received  from  the  National  Board  of  Missions  but  $550.00  was  dis- 
bursed, resulting  in  an  additional  disbursement  of  $66.66,  being  disbursed 
to  Bunkie  Court  (New  Iberia).  This  seemingly  over  disbursement  was 
for  payments  due  Rev.  G.  L.  Thomas  for  the  months  of  June  and  July, 
1967,  not  previously  remitted  to  the  Bunkie  charge  of  the  New  Iberia 
District. 

During  the  fiscal  year  ended  July  31,  1968  the  amount  of  $500.00  was 
withdrawn  from  the  account  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  in  the  First  Federal 
Savings  and  Loan  Association  of  Scotlandville. 

We  also  made  a  substantial  test  check  of  the  other  disbursements, 
except  those  for  salaries,  by  examining  invoices  from  the  creditors  and 
other  documentary  evidence.  The  various  columns  of  the  Cash  Disburse- 
ments book  were  analyzed  and  are  reported  in  detail  in  Exhibit  "C."  The 
distribution  of  the  Cash  Disbursements  agreed  with  the  total  checks 
issued  and  the  bank  account  was  reconciled  as  shown  in  Schedule  No.  1, 
Bank  Reconciliation. 
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No  outside  verification  of  any  of  the  figures  contained  in  this  report 
was  effected  except  the  balances  in  the  First  Federal  Savings  and  Loan 
Association  and  the  City  National  Bank. 

Based  upon  the  foregoing  verifications,  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  all 
recorded  receipts  were  accounted  for  and  that  recorded  expenditures, 
except  salaries,  were  properly  made. 

May  we  take  this  opportunity  to  express  our  appreciation  for  your 
having  entrusted  this  assignment  with  us  and  for  the  courteous  coopera- 
tion given  us  during  our  engagement  and,  also  to  commend  your  Treasurer 
on  the  efficient  manner  in  which  his  accounting  records  were  maintained 
during  the  period  ended  June  30,  1968.

IN  MEMORIAM 


Men,  however  fortunate,  and  how  even  life  may  smile  upon  them, 
can  never  be  said  to  be  happy,  till  they  had  been  seen  to  pass  over  the  last 
days  of  their  life,  by  reason  of  the  uncertainty  of  human  things,  which 
upon  very  light  and  trivial  occasions  are  subject  to  be  totally  changed  and 
change  the  lives  of  others. 

The  life  of  Julian  S.  Barabin  as  a  member  of  the  Conference  was 
brief,  and  yet  he  influenced  so  many  people  during  the  short  span  of  his 
ministry.  The  people  touched  in  various  capacities  will  remember  him  as 
we  will  for  the  endearing  concern  he  held  for  all  mankind. 

Rev.  Napoleon  H.  Baker,  a  veteran  of  many  battles  with  Satan  and 
his  forces  held  many  conferences  with  the  uncertainty  in  the  lives  of 
men.  His  greatest  triumph  was  the  progress  made  while  District  Superin- 
tendent of  two  of  the  Districts  in  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference.  He 
served  many  of  the  charges  with  great  honor,  religious  zeal,  and  spiritual 
fervor.  His  persistency  will  ever  remain  in  our  memory. 

A  stalwart  workman  that  was  never  ashamed  of  his  task,  could  well 
describe  the  person,  T.  H.  Sampson.  He  served  in  the  rural  areas  with  the 
dignity  and  personality  that  made  the  charges  shine  even  in  the  remote 
areas.  His  loyalty  to  the  general  program  of  the  church  made  him  the 
"work-horse"  of  many  assignments.  He  leaves  a  rich  history  of  accomplish- 
ing the  uncertainty. 

While  some  men  promote  the  whims  of  their  fancy,  James  Johnson 
thought  only  of  His  Lord  and  the  task  of  the  church  he  represented. 
Another  pastor  of  the  rural  stations  who  feared  no  task  nor  shirked  any 
challenge.  His  works  do  speak  of  his  efforts. 

The  challenge  of  the  ministry  envelopes  the  lives  of  most  men,  who 
like  Hezekiah  K.  White  accepted  this  challenge  with  whole-hearted  resigna- 
tion. His  was  a  job  to  be  done  and  he  set  his  face  toward  the  end  which 
meant  success.  Not  very  loud,  but  very  powerful  and  aggressive;  these 
attributes  remain  upon  the  tablets  of  memory  we  hold  dear. 

Little  does  anyone  know  the  troubles  men  endure  when  facing  the 
venture  of  proclaiming  the  Gospel;  Henry  Drake  received  his  training  in 
this  field  by  counting  what  he  lost  in  his  personal  gains  as  a  victory  for 
His  Christ.  He  leaves  us  the  moments  of  his  fears,  but  most  of  all  the 
pleasantness  of  his  successes  overshadow  any  doubt  which  we  may  ever 
have  held  that  he  would  overcome. 

These  beloved  sons  of  God  have  answered  the  roll  of  the  God  who  gave 
them  strength,  of  the  Father  of  Our  Lord  Saviour,  Jesus  Christ,  who  at 
all  times  was  as  near  to  them  in  all  of  their  trials  and  yet  he  remained 
with  them  when  things  went  well.  They  leave  us  so  much  to  accomplish 
if  we  are  to  hallow  them.  We  say  farewell  until  the  Grand  re-union  when 
all  shall  be  joined  again  into  that  fellowship  to  part  no  more.

STATE  OF  LOUISIANA 

PARISH  OF  ORLEANS 

CITY  OF  NEW  ORLEANS 

BE  IT  KNOWN,  that  on  this  27th  day  of  the  month  of  September,  in 
the  year  of  our  Lord,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  fifty, 

Before  me,  William  Waller  Young,  a  Notary  Public,  duly  commis- 
sioned and  qualified,  in  and  for  this  City  and  the  Parish  of  Orleans, 
therein  residing,  and  in  the  presence  of  the  witnesses  hereinafter  named 
and  undersigned. 

Personally  Came  and  Appeared:  T.  E.  McElroy,  J.  C.  Bibbons,  G.  E. 
Zilton,  J.  E.  Brown,  E.  J.  Wise,  D.  L.  Davidson,  C.  E.  Castine,  A  M. 
Taylor,  P.  M.  Jones,  all  above  the  full  age  of  majority  and  residents  of 
this  City,  constituting  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Louisiana  Annual 
Conference  of  The  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of 
America,  a  corporation  organized  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Louisiana, 
created  by  an  act  passed  before  Gabriel  Fernandez,  Jr.,  a  Notary  Public 
in  and  for  the  Parish  of  Orleans,  State  of  Louisiana,  on  January  24,  1911, 
duly  recorded  in  the  Mortgage  Office  of  the  Parish  of  Orleans,  Louisiana, 
in  Book  1811,  and  folio  183,  the  said  appearers  acting  herein  under  and 
by  virtue  of  the  resolutions  adopted  at  the  meeting  of  the  Louisiana  An- 
nual Conference  of  The  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  held  at  Shreveport, 
Louisiana,  on  the  19th  day  of  May,  1950,  a  certified  copy  of  the  minutes 
of  said  meeting  being  hereunto  annexed  and  made  part  hereof. 

And  said  appearers  declared  that  at  said  meeting  of  the  annual  con- 
ference of  said  corporation  the  Articles  of  Incorporation  were  amended 
and  re-enacted  as  will  appear  from  the  aforesaid  copy  of  the  minutes  of 
said  meeting  attached  hereto,  and  that  they,  said  appearers,  constituting 
the  Board  of  Trustees  of  said  corporation ;  were  duly  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  cause  said  amendment  to  the  Articles  of  Incorporation  of  said 
corporation  to  be  embodied  in  a  notarial  act. 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  in  accordance  with  said  minutes,  said  ap- 
pearers, acting  in  their  aforesaid  capacity,  having  appeared  before  me, 
Notary,  for  the  purpose  of  placing  said  amendment  to  the  Articles  of 
Incorporation  of  said  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  in  authentic  form  by 
notarial  act,  do  now  declare  that  the  Articles  of  Incorporation  of  said 
corporation  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  amended  and  re-enacted  so  as  to 
hereafter  be  read  as  follows,  to-wit : 

ARTICLE  I 
The  name  of  this  corporation  shall  be  the  Louisiana  Annual  Con- 
ference of  The  Methodist  Church,  Central  Jurisdiction. 

ARTICLE  II 
Principal  Place  of  Business 

SECTION  1.  The  principal  place  of  business  shall  be  in  the  City  of 
New  Orleans,  in  the  Parish  of  Orleans,  Louisiana. 
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Sec.  2.  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  have  full  power  and  authority  of 
business  as  they  may  deem  necessary  and  convenient,  within  the  bounds 
of  the  Conference,  with  the  majority  vote  of  the  members  present  and 
voting  of  the  Annual  Conference  and  with  the  concurrence  of  the  Resident 
Bishop. 

Sec.  3.  The  corporation  shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to  con- 
duct all  business  at  the  place  where  the  Annual  Conference  shall  be  held, 
within  the  Conference. 

ARTICLE  III 

Objects,  Purposes  and  Powers 

Sec.  2.  This  corporation  shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to  do 
any  and  all  acts  and  things  necessary,  incident  or  convenient  to  the 
furtherance  and  attainment  of  its  objects  and  purposes;  to  receive  and 
acquire  by  purchase,  gift,  devise  or  bequest,  absolute,  in  trust  or  in  any 
other  manner,  real  and  personal  property,  and  to  hold,  use,  invest,  re- 
invest, and  to  sell,  mortgage,  pledge,  assign  and  transfer  such  property, 
or  any  interest  therein;  and  to  provide  for  the  support  of  retired  min- 
isters, connected  with  the  conference,  their  widows  and  dependent  chil- 
dren. 

Sec.  3.  This  corporation,  as  the  successor  to  the  Louisiana  Annual 
Conference  of  The  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of 
America,  shall  have  and  is  hereby  vested  with  all  of  the  rights,  powers, 
property,  privileges  and  jurisdiction  heretofore  vested  in  the  aforesaid 
corporation,  subject  to  these  Articles  of  Incorporation  and  the  Discipline 
of  The  Methodist  Church. 

Sec.  4.  This  corporation  shall  have  and  possess  all  of  the  rights, 
powers,  privileges,  immunities,  franchises,  and  exemptions  permitted  such 
corporations  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Louisiana, 
as  now  exist  or  hereafter  amended. 

Sec.  5.  This  corporation  shall  have  the  right,  power  and  authority 
to  organize,  incorporate,  establish,  support,  govern  and  control  educa- 
tional, religious  hospitals  and  other  charitable  and  benevolent  institutions, 
and  to  provide  for  the  representation  and  control  of  the  governing  bodies 
of  such  organizations  and  corporations. 

Sec.  6.  The  power  and  jurisdiction  of  this  Conference  shall  extend 
to  and  include  all  of  the  affairs  and  property  of  The  Methodist  Church, 
located  within  the  bounds  of  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  of  The 
Methodist  Church  (Central  Jurisdiction),  as  now  or  hereafter  fixed  and 
defined  by  the  General  or  the  Central  Jurisdictional  Conference  of  The 
Methodist  Church. 

ARTICLE  IV 

Management  of  Control — Board  of  Trustees 

SECTION  1.  The  business  of  this  corporation  shall  be  managed, 
controlled  and  directed  by  the  regular  or  duly  called  sessions  of  the 
Louisiana  Annual  Conference  of  The  Methodist  Church,  by  the  Resident 
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Bishop,  and  shall  function  through  the  Board  of  nine  (9)  trustees,  known 
as  the  Board  of  Trustees,  which  consist  of  the  persons  elected  to  said 
Board  by  the  Annual  Conference,  as  provided  in  the  Discipline  of  The 
Methodist  Church,  as  it  shall  from  time  to  time  be  declared  and  estab- 
lished by  the  constituted  authority — namely,  the  General  Conference  of 
The  Methodist  Church. 

Sec.  2.  The  election  of  Trustees  shall  be  so  conducted  that  at  all  times 
ministerial  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  be  ministers  of  said 
conference,  and  lay  members  shall  be  members  of  The  Methodist  Church 
within  said  conference. 

Sec.  3.  The  election  of  Trustees  shall  be  so  conducted  that  three 
Trustees  shall  be  elected  for  one  year;  three  Trustees  elected  for  two 
years,  and  three  Trustees  elected  for  three  years,  at  the  Annual  Confer- 
ence each  year  thereafter  three  Trustees  shall  be  elected  to  hold  office 
until  their  successors  have  been  duly  elected  and  have  qualified. 

Sec.  4.  The  Annual  Conference  shall  also  elect  each  year  a  Trustee 
or  Trustees  to  fill  any  vacancy  or  vacancies  on  the  Board  of  Trustees  not 
within  the  intendment  of  the  Section  of  this  Article,  such  Trustee  or 
Trustees  to  be  elected  for  the  unexpired  terms  of  the  Trustees  whose 
position  is  to  be  filled  by  such  election;  but  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall 
have  the  power  with  the  consent  of  the  Resident  Bishop,  to  fill  any 
interim  vacancy  until  the  vacancy  shall  have  been  filled  by  action  of  the 
Annual  Conference. 

Sec.  5.  Until  the  next  Annual  Conference  in  1962,  the  following 
shall  constitute  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  this  corporation,  and  for  the 
terms  set  opposite  their  names :

T.  E.  McElroy  shall  be  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and 
J.  C.  Bibbons  shall  be  the  Secretary  and  G.  E.  Zilton  shall  be  Treasurer; 
and  they  shall  hold  office  until  their  successors  have  been  duly  elected  by 
the  Board  of  Trustees  and  have  qualified. 

Sec.  6.  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  elect  the  officers  thereof  and 
appoint  an  Executive  Committee  composed  of  five  (5)  of  their  number, 
which  committee  shall  have  such  powers,  and  perform  such  duties  as  may 
be  from  time  to  time  delegated  to  them  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  or  by 
the  Annual  Conference ;  and  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall 
be  the  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

Sec.  7.  The  Board  of  Trustees  and  the  Executive  Committee  shall 
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meet  upon  the  call  of  the  President,  respectively,  or  of  any  three  members 
thereof,  upon  not  less  than  three  days'  notice  in  writing,  or  at  any  time 
when  all  members  are  present  and  agree  to  meet  and  transact  business. 

Sec.  8.  The  Board  of  Trustees  and  the  Executive  Committee  shall 
make  full  reports  of  all  business  transacted  by  them  to  each  session  of 
the  Annual  Conference.  And  the  Executive  Committee  shall  report  to 
the  Board  of  Trustees  upon  request. 

Sec.  9.  A  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business  by  the  Board  of 
Trustees  shall  consist  of  five  (5)  Trustees;  and  a  quorum  of  the  Executive 
Committee  shall  consist  of  three  (3)  members. 

Sec.  10.  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  have  and  exercise  all  powers 
of  governing  and  managing  the  affairs  of  the  corporation,  subject  to 
the  Discipline  of  The  Methodist  Church  and  the  will  and  direction  of 
the  Annual  Conference. 

Sec.  11.  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  have  the  management,  govern- 
ment and  control  of  all  Abandoned  Church  property,  and  of  the  Permanent 
Funds  of  the  corporation,  which  shall  consist  of  all  monies  and  property 
heretofore  acquired  by,  or  hereafter  given  to,  or  made  payable  to  the 
Louisiana  Annual  Conference,  or  any  that  was  formerly  owned  by  the 
Louisiana  Annual  Conference  of  The  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  in  the 
United  States  of  America,  and  allocated  or  assigned  to  this  corporation 
by  virtue  of  the  action  taken  in  the  Uniting  of  the  Churches  above  men- 
tioned; all  notes,  gifts,  pledges,  obligations,  devises,  and  bequests  hereto- 
fore made  to  the  Annual  Conference.  The  income  from  the  above  shall  be 
for  the  use  and  purpose  set  herein. 

ARTICLE  V 

By-Laws 

This  corporation  shall  have  the  power  at  any  Annual  Conference 
to  adopt,  amend  or  repeal  By-Laws,  rules  and  regulations  for  the  direction 
and  control  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  the  management  of  the  business 
of  the  corporation  not  inconsistent  with  these  Articles  of  Incorporation, 
the  Discipline  of  The  Methodist  Church  and  the  laws  of  the  State  of 
Louisiana. 

ARTICLE  VI 

Exemption  from  Liability 

The  private  property  of  the  members  and  officers  of  the  corporation 
shall  not  be  liable  for  any  of  the  debts  or  liabilities  of  the  corporation. 

ARTICLE  VII 

Prelatical  Control 

The  title  to  all  property  of  the  member  churches  within  the  bounds 
of  this  Conference  shall  de  deemed  to  have  been  taken  and  held,  and  are 
hereby  established  as  taken  and  held,  in  the  name  of  such  individual 
church,  in  trust  for  use  and  benefit  of  this  Annual  Conference  of  The 
Methodist  Church  and  subject  to  the  Discipline  of  The  Methodist  Church 
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and  subject  to  the  ministerial  appointments  as  shall  from  time  to  time 
be  made  by  the  Resident  Bishop.  This  Louisiana  Annual  Conference, 
exercising  supervisory  authority  over  every  local  church  within  its 
bounds,  does  so  because  of  the  Prelatical  form  of  government  in  and 
through  which  The  Methodist  Church  operates.  By  this  we  mean  that 
all  local  church  property  held  in  trust  by  local  Boards  of  Trustees  is 
subject  to  the  control  of  the  parent  body,  The  Methodist  Church.  It  is 
understood  by  all  legal  authority,  that  such  authority,  is  resident  in  the 
General  Church,  and  that  The  Methodist  Church  has  this  Prelatical  con- 
trol, along  with  the  Catholic,  the  Protestant  Episcopal,  and  the  Northern 
Presbyterian  Church  bodies,  in  America. 

ARTICLE  VIII 
Corporate  Existence 

SECTION  1.  The  term  for  which  this  corporation  shall  endure  is 
hereby  fixed  at  ninety-nine  (99)  years  from  the  date  of  the  filing  of  the 
Articles  of  Incorporation  in  the  office  of  the  Recorder  of  Orleans  Parish, 
subject  to  renewal  provided  by  law. 

Sec.  2.  The  corporation  may  be  sooner  dissolved  by  a  three-fourths 
vote  of  the  members  of  the  Annual  Conference,  or  these  Articles  of  In- 
corporation may  be  amended  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  members  of  the 
Annual  Conference,  and  upon  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  the 
laws  of  the  State  of  Louisiana,  and  the  Discipline  of  The  Methodist 
Church. 

ARTICLE  IX 
Discipline 

SECTION  1.  The  affairs  of  this  corporation,  its  property  management 
and  administration  shall  in  all  respects  be  subject  to  the  Discipline  of  The 
Methodist  Church,  and  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Louisiana,  and  shall  be 
subject  to  the  doctrines,  laws,  usages,  customs  and  ministerial  appoint- 
ments of  The  Methodist  Church,  as  from  time  to  time  made  and  disclosed 
by  the  lawful  authority  of  The  Methodist  Church.  All  local  church 
property  is  under  the  control  of  this  corporation  and  bought  in  the  name 
of  The  Methodist  Church,  is  hereby  declared  to  be  owned  by  The  Meth- 
odist Church  even  though  a  local  congregation  might  have  been  success- 
ful in  liquidating  existing  mortgages  on  the  property.  The  Trustees 
obviously  hold  possession  for  the  use  of  persons  who  by  the  Constitution, 
usages  and  laws  of  the  Discipline  of  The  Methodist  Church  have  a  right 
to  the  use  of  such  property. 

It  is  understood  that  the  Trustees  are  liable  to  be  moved  by  the 
congregation  through  the  Quarterly  Conference,  for  whom  they  hold 
this  trust,  and  others  may  be  substituted  in  their  places.  They  have  no 
personal  ownership  or  right  beyond  this,  and  are  subject  in  the  official 
relations  to  the  property  to  the  control  of  the  session  of  the  Quarterly 
Conference. 

Each  local  church  of  this  Annual  Conference  is  but  a  member  of  a 
larger  organization  under  a  form  of  government  which  subordinates  the 
smaller  unit  to  the  final  judgment  of  the  larger.
